The Departed Queen and Hebrew Melody. 


— 


It will have been noticed that the voluntary played by Sir Walter Parratt 
as the Royal Family entered Whippingham Church last Sunday was described 
as a Hebrew Melody, “The Lament for the Departed.” This prelude was 
played by Sir Walter at St. George's Chapel, Windsor Castle, scarcely three 
months ago, at the Memorial Service for the late Prince Christian Victor, and 
was first selected, it is understood, by Her Majesty herself, for the Service at 
Balmoral in memory of the late Duchess of Teck. It is stated that our late 
revered (Jueen has left the most minute and precise directions with regard to 
her obsequies, and that her desire that all things should be done decently 
and in order extended eYen to the selection of the music to be rendered at her 
funeral. Wegather that the Hebrew Melody mentioned above has been chosen 


It is, as we have before pointed out, the old Chant that used generally to be 
sung in congregations following the German and Polish musical tradition, and 
still is often introduced, in the Benediction of the Priests (Numbers vi. 24-26), 
on the closing days of the Jewish Festivals of Passover, Pentecost and Taber. 
nacles, when it is the custom to recall the beloved departed to mind in the 
prayer known as the ‘“Hazkarath Neshamoth” (Mamorial of the 
Departed), and to make offerings to charity in tender memory of 
their virtues. From the phrase used in the Lesson read on 
those days (Deuteronomy, xvi., 17) these occasions are called “ Matnath 
Yad" (The Gift of the Hand), and this melody has come to be known as “ Niggun 
Methim " (The Chant for the Dead). Its beauty and pathos have not been 
always perceived, but they strongly appealed to the late Cantor Naumbourg, of 
Paris, who transcribed and slightly developed it with much dignity and earnest- 
ness, This transcription was selected by Professor Ernst Pauer and the Rev. 
Francis Cohen for inclusion in their “ Traditional Hebrew Melodies,” published 
in 18> by Messrs. Augener as No. 8295 of their Pianoforte Edition. It 
appears in this collection as No. 13 of the Festival Melodies. More 
recently the melody has again appeared in “The Voice of Prayer 
and Praise,’ published in 1899 for the United Synagogue Choir 
Committee by Messrs. Greenberg. In the last-named collection it is 
presented as No. 170, a choral setting of Psalm xvi. (which the Chief Rabbi has 
selected for the Memorial Service on the sad occasion of Her Majesty's 
Funeral) arranged by the Rev. F. L. Cohen for use at the ordinary Festival 
* Hazkarotb,” or on such special occasions. It will be an interesting coincidence 
if the same noble melody is heard to-morrow, both at Windsor and in the 
London synagogues, 


The Memorial Services at the Synagogues. 


In connection with the Special Memorial Services at the Syna- 
gogues on Saturday evening, it should be mentioned that these, being fixed 
for the evening, will follow the precedent of similar synagogue services on the 
occasion of the death of William I1V., when the Jewish Memorial Services 
were also held at the conclusion of the Sabbath. On that occasion, owing to 
the late hour of sunset in J uly, the services could not have been held earlier 
than ‘15, The hour of 5°30 has been generally fixed, at Berkeley Street as 
well as at all the orthodox synagogues, with the exception of the Lauderdale 

Synagogue, where the hour of the service will be 730).

Jewish Board of Guardians. 


— 


A special meeting of the Jewish Board of Guardians was held on Monday 
for the purpose of passing a vote of condolence to the King and the members 
of the Royal Family on the death of her late Majesty. 


Mr, Leonarp L. Couen, the President, said that he felt sure he had correctly 
anticipated the wishes of the members of the Board in summoning them 
specially to pass a vote of condolence to the Royal Family in the melancholy 
event which had placed the whole nation in mourning. Just and eloquent tributes 
had been paid by all representative bodies to the memory of the departed 
Sovereign and it was unnecessary for him to attempt to follow in that direction. 
But in an institution devoted to the amelioration of the lot of the poor they 
were reminded of the great progress ma.de by the cause and sentiment of charity 
during the reign jnst closed. Under the influence of the lofty example and 
high ideals of the Queen, the nation had witnessed during the past sixty-three 
years the birth of institutions such as the Jewish Board of Guardians whose 
workers were stimulated by the lessons of practical sympathy with distress and 
suffering, which had been inculcated by the life and example of Queen Victoria. 
Amongst the most permanent memorials of her era wonld be those charitable 
organisations. They best reflected the character of the Queen and its influence 
upon her subjects. All who were connected with tne Jewish Board of 
Guardians, or who were brought into contact with the East End poor, must have 
remarked the intense feeling of patriotism which prevailed amongst all classes 
as well as the loyal attachment to the crown which was exhibited amongst many 
of those who had only had the advantage of residence in this country for a very 
short time.

Mr. F. D. Mocarra in seconding the resolution said that the memory of 
Queen Victoria would always live in the hearts of her subjects, not only because 
she was the head of the State, but because of the maternal interest she evinced, 
daring all her life, in the welfare of her subjects and many even who were not 
her subjects. The late Queen, the present King and the members of the Royal 
family had always taken an active part in all charitable matters and had at all 
times been sympathetic in their attitude towards the Jewish body. A noble 
example in charitable work had been set by the Queen and he often thought 
that if the other great families of the country were all to emulate that example 
and dispoee their hearts and thoughts to the needs of the poor there would be 
less poverty and distress.

Board of Deputies. 


At an extraordinary meeting of the London Committee of Deputies of 
British Jews, held on Wednesday, at the Central Synagogae Chambers, 
Charlotte Street, Portland Place, Sir Joseru Sesac MonTEFIORE in the Chair. 
it was unanimously resolved to send a vote of condolunce on bebalf of the 
English Jewish community to the Royal Family on the death of the Queen, and 
also an address of congratulation to the King on his accession to the throne. 

in moving the resolution, 


The CHAIRMAN said it was quite unnecessary for him to add many words | 


to the numerous expressions of regret and sorrow that had heen made throughout 
the world since the Queen died. During the reign of Queen Victoria royal 
favour had been shown to several members of the Jewish community, and all 
Jews in the British Empire had been placed on a footing of equality-with their 
fellow-sub jects. 

The resolution was formally seconded by Sir Sawt et Montaau, Bart. 


Mr. H.S. Q, HENRIQUES, in supporting the resolution, said that the improve- 
ment in the position of the Jews in this country that had taken place during the 
reign of the late (Queen had tosome extent been brought about by the action of the 
Board of Deputies which had vigilantly scanned any proposed new legislation, 
and obtained the amendment of any clauses that might prejudicially affect 
Jews. He believed that Sir Moses Montefiore was indebted to his work at the 
Board of Deputies for the honours he received at the hands of the Queen, and the 
present President of the Board, who had likewise been honoured, had stated 
that be believed his service at the Board had contributed to the honour 
which was conferred on him by Her Majesty. * The Board of Deputies 
would have to continue its vigilance in the future, because legislation would be 
proposed which perhaps inadvertently might contain provisions detrimental to 
the interests of the Jewish community, but as the King had signified his in- 

‘tention to follow in the footsteps of the late (Queen, there was every reason to 
believe that such representations as the Board might make would continue to 
meet with official recognition. 


Mr. MAcrice Jacoss and Mr, Henry Davis also supported the resolution. 
The vote of condolence and the Address of congratulation willbe forwarded 
by the Board in conjunction with the Anglo Jewish Association.

Most Gracious Majesty King Edward the Seventh, upon his Accession to the 
Throne, and its sincere wishes for a long, prosperous and happy reigo. 


Poor Jews’ Temporary Shelter. 


A spccial meeting of the General Committee of the Poor Jews’ Temporary 
Shelter was held on Tuesday evening for the purpose of passinga resolution of 
sympathy on the death of her late Majesty. The CHAIRMAN (Mr. H. Landau), 
in the course of a brief pathetic speech, said that there was no class of her late 
Majesty's subjects who had more reason to lament her death than the Jews, for 
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not only was she a tender mother to all the subjects of her empire, but she 
extended her loving protection to her foster children, the persecuted of the 
world. QOnecould only hope that other potentates would take to heart the 
lesson taught by her glorious reign—tbat of a monarch beloved and revered by 
subjects of all and every class and denomination. The resolution of sympathy 
with His Majesty, which was seconded by Mr. Birnbaum, was put tothe meeting 
by the Chairman, and unanimously passed in silence.

Majesty the Queen is removed from the Royal Yacht “ Alberta.” 


As Buckingham Palace will be severely taxed to provide accommodation 
for the royal guests at the Queen's funeral. a number of people have offered to 
place their houses at the disposal of the Court. Among these is Sir George 
Faudel-Phillips. 


At the Royal Exchange on Tuesday, the first post-day since the death of 
the Queen, it was unanimously resolved that a letter of condolence and also of 
congratulation be addressed to the King, signed hy Lord Rothschild, Lord 
Revelstoke, and Sir Samuel Montagu, Bart., on behalf of the bankers, merchants, 
and brokers accustomed to assemble on the Royal Exchange. 


Mr. Oswatp Srmon recalls in a letter to the 7imes that on March 20th, 
1876, Mr. Serjeant Simon moved an amendment “In order to include Her 
Majesty's Colonial Dominions in the Royal Style and Title of Her Majesty.” 
Mr. Disraeli, then Prime Minister, said that though he hoped that they would 
some day express the relations between the Sovereign and the Colonies, that 
would not be the right occasion, and Serjeant Simon accordingly withdrew his 
motion, 


Jews’ Free Schoo!l.—A telegram from the teachers and pupils was 
despatched on Wednesday week to the Prince of Wales and the other members 
of the Royal Family, expressing heartfelt sympathy and condolence on the irre- 
parable loss the nation had sustained by the death of the Queen. To this a 
gracious reply has been received. ‘The Institution was closed on yesterday week 
in the afternoon as a mark of respect to the memory of the late Queen. The 
school flag has been kept at half-mast ever sinee the mournful news became 
known. A magnificent wreath subscribed for by the teachers and pupils, was 
sent to Windsor. It bore the following inscription : “ To the revered memor 

of their beloved Queen, from the teachers and pupils of the Jews’ Free School. 
Bell Lane, Spitalfields, E., in deepest sorrow. A OV AP? ‘AY A. 
“The Lord gave, the Lord hath taken away ; Blessed be the name of the Lord.”

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DEATH OF 
WILLY VON ROTHSCHILD. 


The death of Baron Wilhelm Carl von Rothschild on the 25th 
January removes from Frankfort-on-the-Main a most imposing and unique 
figure. The late Baron had busied himself more than fifty years in the world- 
renowned Frankfort house of M. A, von Rothschild und Sthne. In 1855, he 
became head, with his brother, Baron Mayer Carl von Rothschild (father of 
Lady Rothschild), and from the time of the latter's death, in 1586, Baron 
Willy (as he was alwayscalled), wasthesole head. The quiet, almost shy front 
he turned to the outside world hardly led it to expect the inexhaustible diligence

working of a great house. It was only after his illness a decade ago 
that he decided to give power of procuration in order to facilitate the 


work of the firm, but the procurist only signed during his absence from 
Frankfort. 


last head, and it is not yet known what arrangements he has made in his will ; 
but the houses in London, Paris and Vienaoa will doubtless endeavour to keep 
up tLe old parent house, from which they have grown to their present financial 
power and world-wide reputation, A son of Baron Edmond de Rothschild and 
grandson of the late Baron is spoken of as likely to assume the direction of the 
business. Under the management of the late Baron, the Frankfort house. 
although holding itself somewhat in the background, kept its high rank in all 
weighty financial transactions. 


Baron Willy held but few public 
offices because he devoted himself so 
zealously to his own firm; he was on 
the Committee of the Central Ausschuss 
of the MKReichsbank, and on _ the 
Verwaltungs Rath of the Pfaelzische 
Railways, Preussische Central-Boden- 
Credit-Aktien Gesellschaft and the 
Machinenbau Ciesellschaft, Carlsruhe, 
and Consul General for Austria at 
Frankfort. The deceased gentleman 
was born at Naples, May 16th, 182s, and 
was the third son of Freiherr Carl 
Mayer von Rothschild, and his wife, 
Adelaide von Hertz. He settled with 
his father, when still a young man, in 
Frankfort. Of his two elder brothers: 
Mayer Carl and Adolphe, the former 
became the head of the Frankfort house 
after the death of Baron Mayer 
Anselm, Baron Adolphe, who settled 
in France, died last year in Paris, whilst 
a younger brother, of the name of 
Alexander, died some fifty years ago. 


In public life Baron Willy, whose 
work was so heavy for the last fourteen 
or fifteen years, since the death of his 
brother left him sole head, did not 
take a prominent position like Baron 
Mayer Carl, who was known as a great 
art collector and a prominent member 
both of the social and political world. 
Baron Mayer Carl von Rothschild was 
the first Reichstags-Abgeordnete for 
Frankfort, and when he was a second 
time defeated by the democrat, Sonne, 
mann, he was called to the Prussian 
Herrenhaus. But it was only in his 


capacity as Austrian General-Consul that Baron Willy came into official circles. 
He lived for his family, his firm and his religion, 


He was a splendid example of a most pious and orthodox Jew, and his 
evening pursuit was the study of the Talmnd, together with Rabbiner Fromm, 
whose wide and profound learning he deeply appreciated. The Baron founded 
the Institute for Orthodox Jewish Studies, which he endowed with 300,000 marks. 
Baron Willy held the title of Morenu, which was conferred upon him in recog- 
nition of his thorough acquaintance with the Talmud in general and Hebrew 
theology in general. Although possessing the right through his title he was too 
modest to confer it on another. It was well-known that he scrupulously 
observed the mandate to give a tenth of his worldly riches to the poor, and this 
large amount was distributed with the greatest exactitude. The sanctity of the 
Sabbath was most strictly regarded, the firm being always shut on that day, 
even when big financial actions were thereby affected, and he carried his high 
sense of religion, with the happiest results, into his relations with business 
friends and employ¢s. He brought his rigid orthodoxy so far as to have his own 
Shochet and culinary utensils with him on his travels, and some years ago, when 
he was obliged to stay for several weeks in Amsterdam under medical treatment, 
he had a kitchen specially fitted up for his exclusive use at the Amstel Hotel, 
where he was staying. For the same reason he seldom visited his relatives. A 
few years ago the Baron fell seriously ill, and his medical attendant prescribed 
old Tokay wine, but the patient refused to drink it as he had no Kosher bottles 
in his cellar. Dr, Rosenbaum insisted on his order being obeyed, but Baron 
Willy remained obstinate. The incident came to the ears of Herr Mossbacher, 
a well-to-do Jewish gentleman in Frankfort, who had four bottles of Kosher 
Tokay of 1845 in his cellar, aud these he sent to the Baron for his acceptance. 


The patient was much pleased with Herr Mossbacher’s attention, and having 


with which he bore alone for so many years the whole weight and internal | 


recovered from his illness, he sent that gentleman, on Purim, 5,000 marks fo, 
distribution among the poor. Baron Willy forwarded, at the same time, as , 
personal gift to Herr Mossbacher, a massive silver tray and costly fruits, with 
a card on which the donor had written, in Hebrew, the Rabbinical saying. 
a kindly act is greater than charity. 


He was married on November 21st, 1849, to Mathilde Hannah, daughter of 
Baron Anselm of Vienna, a sister of the late Baron Ferdinand de Rothe hj\q. 
Their golden wedding was celebrated in November 1899, when he gave numerous 
donations for philanthropit purposes, amounting nearly to 400,000 marks, His 
daughter Adelheid married in 1877 Baron Edmond de Rothschild of Paris, w)i\\s, 
the other daughter Minna in the following year became the wife of: Herr Max 
B. H. Goldschmidt of Frankfort. The first-born daughter, Georgina Sarah 
died in 1869, in her eighteenth year. In her memory Baron Willy founded. jp 
1870, the Georgina Sarah Rothschild Stiftung in Frankfort for sick foreign 
Jews. The favourite residence of the late Baron was the Schloss Griineburg 
but there was also the beautiful home in the Bochenheimerlandstrasse wit! jts

hood of Kinigstein, and the seat in Hemsbach. At these two latter villas he 
alternately spent his summers, living with great simplicity and happiness with 
his family. In later years he rarely left Frankfort, even the journeys to 
Switzerland which he formerly undertook being too much exertion for him. 
Every sort of ostentation was distasteful to him, he always tried to avoid 
attracting attention and much of his charity was given anonymously. 


A proof of his devotion to his religion may be found in the fact that he 
never missed attending the early morning service held at six o'clock in the 
summer, and seven in the winter. He had to walk from his seat, “ The 
(jriineburg,” to the home in the Bockep. 
heimerlandstrasse, in whose grounds a 
synagogue had been built by bis uncle 
and the worst weather did not deter 
him, whilst on Saturday and the festi- 
vals he walked to his place of worship. 


After service came breakfast. the sim- 
plest of meals of coffee and bread. 
Then he devoted himself to business. 
opening every letter himself. Between 
ten and eleven he drove in his well-known 
single-horse brougham to the office in th 
Fahrgasse, where he stayed till one 
o'clock, not only giving his thoughts to 
the big financial undertakings of the firm, 
but concerning himself with and looking 
after the smallest details of his office. His 
legal adviser, Justizrath Dr. de Bary, was 
nearly always with him daily. At half- 
past one he walked on foot to Zeil ‘}4, his 
former residenc’, where his daughters 
were born, and there he often received 
visits from men of letters and learning. 
artists,and others. Thence he drove home 
to Griineburg to dinner, where he rarely 
stayed more than a couple of hours, 
returning to the office where he remained 
till at least eight in the evening. Some 
idea of the immensity of his duties may 
be gleaned from the fact that no letter, 
bill or document left the office without 
his signature. From the Fahrgasse 
Baron Willy went regularly to his 
house in the Zeil to pursue his Talmu- 
dic studies with the Rabbiner | romm. 
In spite of his naturally retiring simple 
nature, his lofty character, keen jadg- 
ment, and unexampled benevolence 

| brought him the love of all, and !\e was 
honoured by many people of high degree. King Edward VIL. stayed 
several times at the villa in Koenigstein, whilst the Empress Frederick was 4 
regular guest. He had no hobbies; even the art of painting, which he greatly 
esteemed and practised in his youth, could not serve to draw him from 
his duties, which were literally all-absorbing. 


In person the late Baron was of a dignified patrician type, always plainly 
dressed in a black frock coat and tall hat, and with a kindly intellectua! face 
framed in a full beard. With him dies a type of the old Rothschilds, au it's 
characteristic that this immensely wealthy aged banker literally died in harness 
having worked the evening before his death looking over the business reports 
and the proposals of his almoners concerning the recipients of his bounty. 


The\funeral, which took place on Monday from Schloss Griineburg, W%* 
very imposing, although it was carried out with the simplicity which hai beea 
the keynote of the Baron's life. At the Castle the list of names of callers wa 
exceedingly long. Lord Rothschild (nephew-in-law), Baron Albert von Roth- 
schild, of Vienna (brother-in-law), and Baron Edmond de Rothschild, of Par's 
(son-in-law), were amongst those present. From an éarly hour the Griioeburg 
Weg was thronged with people, whilst vehicles, from splendid equipages 
humble flies, lined the street, At nine o'clock the family and the representatives 
of the Jewish community assembled, and Rabbiner Dr. 8. Breuer, in the name of 
the Synagogen Gemeinde der Isrelitischen Religionsgesellschaft (Orthodox Con- 
gregation), spoke first, eulogising in most moving terms the deceased. ‘The 
funeral cort?ge left the house at ten o'clock, the pupils of the Israelitisch 
Realschule, Volkschule, and Waisenanstalt leading the procession. 


After the coffin followed the members of the family, the principal State, Mil: 
tary, City and consular authorities, the staff of the bank, and many citizens of 
degrees, In the hall of the cemetery the short service was opened with a speech

Baron Willy never in his life off anded anybody. He received everyone whom 
he thought learned or interesting and all Frankfort people without exception. 
Baroness de Rothschild is very orthodox and the daughters are well versed in 
Hebrew. I myself was once near Frankfort, at his Griineburg villa, and after a 
learned discussion I remarked that the Baron was fulfilling the Scriptural 
view, and quo'ed in Hebrew Psalm 11), verse 72 : “I prefer the Word of God 
to thousands of silver and gold.” Muss Rothschild immediately recognised the 
quotation and remarked : “ That is a verse of the Psalms.” All the daughters 
of the Baron knew Hebrew well and had been taught by Director Mend! 
Hirsch, son of the late Rabbiner Hirsch. When one daughter, Sirah Georgina, 
died Baron Willy founded a hospital at Roseterberg. Not long ago, his 
grandson (son of Mrs. Goldschmidt, of Frankfort) was Barmitzvahb and read the 
whole Sedrah of the Week in Baron Willy's private synagogue. When the 
Empress Frederick (whose estate is near that of the Rothschilds), honoured the 
family with a visit and dined with them, the Baron, as was his wonted 
custom, retained his skull cap during dinner, and siid the Grace in Hebrew. 
Though extremely orthodox and’ contributing to the foundation of the ortho- 
dcx community 80,000 gulden (about £7,000) and afterwards large amounts to 
ifs school, yet be could not in everything agree with the late Rabbiner Hirsch. 
He did not separate himself from the non-orthodox community after the per- 
mission of the German Government for separation, “ Austritt.” I believe that 
he possessed the original painting by the well-known Jewish artist, Professor 
Maurice Oppenheim, representing the famous episode in the history of the 
house of Rothschild—of the Kurfiirst of He«se Cassel, entrusting his fortune 
for safe custo/y to the grandfather of Baron Willy. 


The Curer Raut in bis sermon on Sabbath last made a sympathetic 
reference to the death of Baron von Rothschild. Describing him as a 
devout and pious scholar, he recalled a story he had heard of how 
the dead financier had once entered upon a 71575 or Talmudical disputation with 
the Rabbi of Wurzburg, whom he bad met at Kissingen. Baron and Rabbi each 
maintained his point resolutely, till the latter geing home and referring to his 
Gemorob, discovered that he himself wasin error. and that his antagonist’s opinion 
was correct, Then he exclaimed, “ Is'nt it a pitiful thing that he who is engaged 
nearly all his life in business occupations should, in a matter of pase 
scholarship, be right, while I, who am a Rabbi and a student, should be 
in the wrong!’ Dr. Adler also recalled Baron Rothschild’s exclamation : 
How true is that which the sages have said: “The more wealth 
the more anxiety.” The Preacher also spoke of the Baron's wide benevolence, 


and of the generous aid given by him towards the establishment of the new

tion in Hebrew, Greek and Biblical History of that University. Mr Wolf is 
President of the Jews’ College Union and Vice-President of the Jews’ College 
Literary Society. He will not enter definitely on his new duties until June, as 
he has still to comply with University regulations, with regard to residence, in 
order to obtain his Cambridge degree, but he will officiate on the Festivals and 
various other occasions in the interval. He will preach at a funeral service in 
commemoration of Her late Majesty, Queen Victoria, to be held to-morrow 


_ evening. 


Our Manchester correspondent adds: The announcement that Mr. A. 
Wolf, M.A. (of University and Jews’ Colleges, London) had been elected to 
the vacant position of Minister to the Park Place Congregation, was received 
with great interest in Jewish circles in Manchester and the neighbourhood. 
It need hardly be said that in Manchester, with its large Jewish 
population, Mr. Wolf will find a wide scope for the exer- 
cise of his undoubted talents and faculties to the advantage 
and: benefit of the community. The gap in the communal ranks 
created by the death of the Rev. L. M. Simmons becomes more evident day by 
day, and the future career of the minister will be watched with interest. In his 
efforts for the welfare of bis coreligionists in this city M. Wolf will undoubtedly 
receive every support and encouragement from the members and executive of 
his flock, who exercise an influence for good in the organisation quite dispro- 
portionate to their numbers. 

Mr. Abraham Wolf, M.A., was born in. Russia, and came over to England as 
4 boy. He attended the Old Castle Street Board School, and in 140 entered 
Jews’ College asa student in training for the ministry. His scholastic career 
was one of great merit. He matriculated at the London University in 18, 
and then attended the lectures at University College, passing the Intermediate 
Arts in 184. In 1:95 he obtained the Hollier Hebrew Scholarship at Univer- 
sity College. He graduated at London University in 146, obtaining 2od class 
honours in Philosophy, He gained the Associate Certificate in Theology at 
Jews’ College in 18‘, and the Fellowsbip in 1898. Continuing his philosophical 
studies, he took the M.A. in that branch at London University in 1899. The 
same year he was appointed Assistant Lecturer in Logic to Professor Sully 
at University College. In 189 he proceeded to Cambridge on studentships 
wranted by Jews’ College and the University, where he pursued a two years’ 
course, Mr. Wolf has taught at the classes under the Jewish Education 
Board, and at the Dalston Religion Classes.

The Arsenic Poisoning at Manchester. 


NOT A SINGLE JEW AFFECTED. 


Dr. Niven, the Medical Officer of Health for Manchester, has just issued his 
report on the recent outbreak of poisoning, consequent on the drinking of 
arsenically tainted beer.

Cambridge Jewish Exhibition. 


The following are the regulations for the Cambridge Jewish Exhibitivn, 
which is advertised in our columns this week :— 


1. The Exhibition shall be of the annual value of £70 tenable for three years at any 
College or Hostel of the University of Cambridge. 

2, Im the event of the Exhibitioner’s degrading, it shall be in the power of the 
Council to prolong his tenure cf the Exhibition until such time as he shail be of B.A 
standing. 

3. "The Council shall have the power of taking away the Exhibition if the candidates 
conduct 18 not satisfactory. 

1. A candidate for the Exhibition must satisfy the following requirements :— 

(a) He must be a professing Jew. 

(>) He must acquit himself to the satisfaction of the Council ia an Examination 
in Elementary Hebrew* (He shall, hov ever, be under fo obligation to 
read O: iental languages at Cambridge). 

(c) He must give evidence— 
(i) Of requiring t!e Exhibition to assist him to come to the U niversity. 
(in) Of being able to supplement the amount of the Exhibition by 

the sum of, at least, £50 per annum for the period of its tenure. 

(/) He must be not less than ‘ls, nor more than 25 years of age, at the time of 
entering the University. 

(e) He must produce certificates of good moral character from a graduate vf 
some University, or person engaged in teaching at some recognised 
educational institution, or a minister of religion who has been ac:aainted 
with him for at least two years.

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OBITUARY. 


Mr. M. S. RUBINSTEIN. 


The death occurred on Sunday last, in sad circumstances, of Mr. 
Maurice Samuel Rubinstein, a well-known solicitor. He has practised at 20, 
Regent Street, for the last twenty-five years, and his sad end is wy mourned 
by his clients, of whom he had a large number, as well as by his relatives and 
personal friends. His bright, genial and unaffected good nature and his thought- 
fulness on all occasions endeared him to everyone who knew him, as he never 
spared himself when he could help anyone. Children in particular loved him 
and their love was reciproeated. For a long time he took an active part in the 
Children's Happy Evenings at the Jews’ Free School. His musical abilities 
were very great, and he was in fact the life and soul of every social gathering 
at which he was present, He was never so bappy as when he was entertaining his 
friends on his house-boat, which for the last few years he kept at Staines. He 
was exceedingly fond of fishing, and it was his passion for this sport that 
resulted in the accident which caused his death. He was fishing 
close to the land last Sunday when a sudden gust of wind threw 
him out of the beat, and although he was an expert swimmer he was carried 
under some timbers where his body was found. The inquest resulted ina 
fading of accidental death. 

The funeral took place yesterday (Thursday) at Willesden. The service was 
conducted by the Rev. 8. Singer, Minister of the New West End Synagogue, St. 
Petersburgh Place, of which the deceased was a member. He was born in Dublin 
and was unmarried. His parents have lost six out of seven children, Mr. J. 38. 
Rubinstein being now the only surviving son.

Probate has been granted of the will. dated September 12, 1‘), of the late 
Mr. Samuel Lewis, and the executors have sworn that the gross value of the 


whole of his estate is £1,000,000, “ to the best of their knowledge, information, 


and belief.’ The reversionary bequest of £400 000 for dwellings for the poor 
provides for the purchase of land in any part ot England, and administration of 
the bequest is to be as nearly as possible similar to that of the Guinness Trust 
London Fand, The trustees are to retain for themselves £200 a year each in 
the administration of this bequest. The bequest of £100,000 to the Jewish 
Board of Guardians for a hospital provides that the benefit thereof shall not be 
confined to persons of the Jewish faith, but that they shall have the preference. 
If the deceased's estate should not be sufficient to provide for the legacies 
bequeathed by his will they are to abate proportionately. With regard to this 
last sentence, we may say that we have reason to believe that no abatement will 
be necessary. We stated last week that the round sum of one million was 
taken as a provisional amount to be corrected later, and that the estate on 
realisation will probably be worth two and a hatf millions.

been subscribed, were paid off on the Ist January, 1{**). One hundred and ten 
(110) debentures of £1,000 each, being part of the new issue of £155,000, have 
been issued, In the present year further capital will be required, and due 
uotice of the issue will be given to the shareholders. The Evelina Dwellings, 
situated in New Church Road, Camberwell, are now completed, and the letting 
is being gradually proceeded with. These dwellings comprise 6 tenements (48 
three-roomed, and 48 two-roomed) all of which'are self-contained, baving separate 
W.c.s and sculleries. A bouse adjacent to, and acquired with the site, will 
shortly be re-constructed, The directors are negotiating for other sites for the 
erection of further dwellings. In the free dwellings owned by the company 
there was, on the 31st December last a total population of 4,138.

The Emperor of Austria and a Vienna Chevra.

_The Emperor of Austria has again performed one of those gracious acts 
which have so greatly endeared him to his Jewish subjects. On the occasion 
of his Imperial Majesty's seventieth birthday the Bethausverein Montefiore 
(a Chevra Synagogue) in the Leopoldstadt, Vienna, unanimously decided to 
purchase a new Scroll of the Law and to name it the Emperor Francis 
Joseph's Jubilee Torah. A request to His Majesty for his sanction to this 
proposal was readily granted. On the 14th ult., a deputation of the Society was 
received by the Emperor in audience. The spokesman of the deputation thanked 
His Majesty for the bonour conferred upon them, and explained to him 
the object of the Society, The Emperor replied: “This serves as 
a special proof of your true loyalty to me. I was highly pleased 
and I gladiy complied with your reqnest. Where is your House of 
Prayer’ Have you your own House?” Dr. Brady replied that this was not 
yet the case, but that it was contemplated to build a synagogue in the Leopold- 


stadt. The deputation withdrew, highly delighted with the cordiality shown 
towards them by their Sovereign. 


Proposed New Club for Working Boys. 


_ On the invitation of the Chief Rabbi a meeting of ladies and gentlemen 
interested in the welfare of the “rising generation” in Whitechapel was held 
on Thursday the 24th ult., at 22, Finsbury Square. Those present included 
Miss Adler, Mrs. A. E. Franklin, Miss Hyam, The Rev. S. Singer, The Rev. A. 
Feldman, Messrs. H. 8S. Lewis, H. R. Levinsohn, E. Morley and a strong con- 


oneas of managers of the Brady Street Club and officers of the Jewish Lads’ 
rigade. 


The Cutty Rani, in his opening remarks, stated that the meeting had been 
summoned with a view to considering what steps should and could be taken to 
found another Club for Jewish lads in the foreign quarter of the East End. 
He wished to lay great stress on the urgent need for more communal work 
among such lads after they have left school, and to point out the imminent 
danger of their lapsing into Hooliganism and crime if some attempt were not made 
to look after them during the most impressionable period of their lives and so 
counteract the evil influences of their surroundings. After referring with 
approval to the good work in this direction already accomplished by such 
institutions as the Brady Street Club and the Jewish Lads’ Brigade, he 
instanced the area lying South of the Commercial Road as one eminently in 
need of communal attention in view of its numerous and rapidly growing 
foreign population. He was pleased to say he had already received several offers 
to help from workers connected with the two above-mentioned institutions, but as 
it was not desired to cripple existing bodies by taking away more than could be 
spared he would earnestly appeal for some new recruits to enable a successful 
start to be made, . With regard to funds, he was informed that the annual cost 
of maintaining a properly-equipped club would amount to £300, and he hoped 
the community would not be slow to furnish this requisite sum. Although he 
had been temporarily interrupted in bis task of collecting money, he was enabled 
to announce that Messrs. Rothschild and Sons had generously responded to bis 
appeal by promising an annual subscription of £100, and from Mr. 8S. M. 
Samuel, M.P., he had obtained a like promise of £25. He confidently trusted 
that the needful balance would soon be forthcoming, and in conclusion again 
alinded to the paramount necessity for regular workers as well as regular 
subscribers, 


At the request of the Chief Rabbi Mr. Ernesy Lesser made a brief state- 
ment as to the character of the Club it was proposed to found. He suggested 
that in its main featuresit should take the Brady Street Club as its model, and 
constitute a social and recreational centre for the lads of the neighbourhood. 
Every effort should be made to provide facilities for healthy physical exercise, 
and to make the Club as homelike and attractive as possible. He hoped that 
pending the acquisition—probably the building—of suitable permanent quarters 
some temporary premises might be forthwith obtained in order that no time 
might be lost in getting to work. 


The Chair was now taken by the Rev. 8. Sinvier, the Chief Rabbi being 
summoned away owing to the unusual press of work occasioned by the death of 
(Jueen Victoria, to which a feeling allusion had already been made. Mr. Singer 
expressed himself to be in full sympathy with the object of the 
meeting, and commented favourably on the good work which a well-managed 
Boys’ Club could perform especially in such a district as that indicated. 


Mr. A. P. Conen then moved: “that this meeting is of opinion that the 
formation of a Boys’ Club in the Commercial Road district is desirable; this 
was seconded by Mr. C. SINGER, and carried nem. con, 


On the proposal of Miss Hyam it was unanimously resolved that Mr. 0 
d’Avigdor Goldsmid be invited to become President of the new club, and on 
the proposal of Mr. Levinsoun it was likewise resolved that Mr. 8. G, 
Asher be asked to undertake the duties of Treasurer. 

The following were then elected to form an Organising Committee (with 
power to add to their number): Miss Adler, Miss Hyam, Messrs. B. Halford, 
E. M. Joseph, E. Lesser (acting Hon, Secretary), H. R. Levinsohn, H. 8S. Lewis, 
E. Morley, M. E. Mosely, and A. Solomon. 

After a long informa! discussion on the proposed features of the new club, 
its situation, initial and annual cost, \c., the proceedings terminated.

A Jewish Boy In Dr. Barnardo’s Home.—At the conclusion of the 
extraordinary meeting of the Board of Deputies, held last Wednesday, for the 
purpose of passing a vote of condolence to the Royal Family, the President, 
Sir J. Sebag-Montefiore, read a letter which he had received from Mr. Howard 
Williams in response to representations he bad made to Dr. Barnardo regarding 
the case of a Jewish boy who had been placed in Dr. Barnardo's homes, but 
whose mother now desired that he should be removed. On behalf of Dr. 
Barnardo, Mr. Howard Williams wrote to say that no hindrance would be placed 
in the way of the boy's removal, provided that proper representations were 
made to the home, on behalf of the lad’s natural guardian, and he also added 
that they bad always found that amongst all classes, the destitute poor were 
never more thoroughly and promptly dealt with by their coreligionists than was 
the case with the Jews.

To-morrow the grave will close over all that is mortal 
of Queen Victoria. At Royal burials the voice of 
lamentation often rings untrue. The hand of conven- 
tion lies heavily upon us and there is an invincible 
teadency to exaggeration and unreality where a Court is concerned. et who 
will say this of the great and good ()aeen who bas gone to her rest? Surely 
there never was a grief more profound, more sincere, more sustained, than 
that her death has called forth among her subjects. And the secret of 
it all is that, as one of her Ministers has said, she died without leaying 
an enemy behind her. It is a glorious epitaph—remarkable even in 8 
humble personage, but truly wonderful in a great Sovereign whose path must 
perpetually have crossed that of a multitude of others, and whose whole life

must of necessity have been a daily conflict with others’ ambitions, others 


desires, others’ hopes. And thus the sound of lamentation has gone round 
the Seven Sear, has been heard in palace and cottage, among Jews and 
Christians, Hindu and Mahommedap, and to the furthest limits that the 
name and fame of QQaeen Victoria reached. Oaly in one 
quarter has a discordant note been struck, but the exception 
is characteristic. On tle morrow of the Queen’s death M. 
Drumont, with execrable taste, penned a scurrilous attack upon the person 
of the dead Sovereign ; and since then tlie same jarring note has echoed 
and re-echoed among the anti-Semites in (iermany. The severest thing 
that can be said of such outbreaks of unbridled malice, is that they re 
eminent y worthy of the sourcefrom which they emanate. Bat while they 
illustrate once more the not insignificant trath that the anti-Semite is at 
once the enemy of Jews and Englishmen, they will serve 
to strengthen still further, if possible, the deep love of 
all Jews for the monarch and people of this country. 
indeed, there could be any consideration capable of intensifying 1! 
affection and loyalty of English Jews, it would be the knowledge that it bas 
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been the example and inflaence of the English Royal House which has 
moved the noble ruler of Rassia to relax somewhat the rigours of 
Jewish persecution, and that bas helped to bring about the not inconsider- 
able improvement that recent years has seen. But to-day our thonglits are 
of our beloved Queen. The tears and the love of all her subjects follow her 
to her rest. Her example will live to inspire all who follow her on the 
throne, for the memory of the righteous is a blessing.

Last Sabbath, following on the death of the Queen. 
was an occasion for displaying the profound grief 
with which so momentous an event has stirred the 
hearts of English Jewe, The unusually large congrega- 
tions, attiredin mourning, presented an impressive sight as they rose to join, 
for the first time, in the new Prayer for the King and Royal Family. Pulpit 
references to the departed (Jueen were made everywhere. In the majority of 
eases, the national bereavement, so fresh in everyone’s mind, formed the sole 
topic of the discourses which were preached, and which attained to a level of 
eloquence that scarcely soffered by comparison with the sermons preached 
on the following day in Christian places of worship. Bat, in accordance 
with precedents that have been established by the deaths of other English 
Sovereigns, and likewise by the deaths of the Prince Consort and the 
Princess Charlotte—the latter, by the bye, being the first occasion on which 
a published English sermon was preached in a Jewish synagogue, the 
special Memorial Service for Qaeen Victoria will be held next 
Saturday, on the day of Her Majesty's funeral. The date fixed 
for this imposing pageant has necessarily presented difficulties to 
our ecclesiastical authorities. It is against Jewish custom to 
hold a funeral service on the Sabbath, which the synagogue claims as a 
day of rejvicing rather than of mourning. The Old formula, naw 
“the Sabbath forbids us to grieve,” interprets Jewish sentiment s< well as 
Jewish law on the subject of mourning. The difficulties have been happily 
surmounted. The Memorial Service will be held on the outgoing of the Sabbath, 
which, at this time of year, falls about half-past five. The day fixed for the 
faneral wi! thas be retained by the Jewish community without in any way 
contravening Jewish custom. The latest possible precedent, that of the 
death of William LV., is being followed ; for on that occasion, also, the 
Jewisli Memorial Services were held on Saturday night, at the Conclusion 
of the Sabbath. The arrangemeat is not only satis‘actory from every point 
of view, bat it is significant as showing how possible it is, by the exercise 
of a little thought, to reconcile fealty to our religion with the daty we owe to 
our conntry.

Taking place on Saturday evening, the Memorial 
Service will present many resemblances to that held in 
Jewish houses of mourning on the outgoing of the Sab- 
bath. Oa such occasions the prayers are ushered in with 
the singing of 71927177 (Psalm 144), a chant famous all over the world. 
Although this Psalm forms no part of the special ritual for the house of mourn- 
ing, it has come to be associated in the popular mind with the visitation of death. 
A very large number of people never hear it as apart of public worship any- 
where else. But apart from its mournful associations there is much in the 
Psslm itself to suggest reflections upon death. The passage, -‘ Lord what is 
man tliat thou regardest him? Or the son of man, that thou takest account 
of him? Man is like to vanity : his days are as a shadow that passeth 
away, strikes a deep note of mourning. And on the occasion of a funeral 
service held in hononr of the most illastrous (Queen that has ever sat 
upon the throne of England, there is something particularly appropriate in 
the choice of this Psalm of David, a king whose glorious rule presents many 
points of comparison with the reign that has just drawn to a close. This 
J4th Psalm refers to David the monarch, rather than to Wavid the 
man. It is remarkable that the introdactory sentence of the Prayer for 
the Royal f'amily—* He who giveth salvation unto kings, who rercaeth 
David his servant from the hurtfal sword ’—should be taken from this 
composition— David's ™ war song,” as it is sometimes described. All these 
circumstnces will combine to give an impressive significance to its chanting 
to-morrow evening. We have far too few chants of the universal character of 
m3 ™)7?, which, but for occasions of mourning, would long ago have lost its 
familiarity for the present generation of Jews.

The liat was not merely 
Precedent. designed for chronological reference. though it has a 
use in that respect. It was the “ moral” of the Land- 

marks that we had in view. Ths featare that will strika an atteative 
reader is the orderly evolution of civil and political progress which it exhibits. 


first Jewish Lord Mayor of London was elected in 185%. 
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Namerous as are ths removals of disabilities that have been compressed within 
the last half-a-dozen decades of Anglo-Jewish history, the chang-s have 
not been violent. Sir Moses Moatefiore was kaighted in ths year of the 
(Jaeen’s accession, but, although the ()asen was deeply attached to the 
master of East Cliff Lodge, he was not madea Baronet at once. He had to 
earn that distinction by laborious services to his oppressed coreligionists. The 
struggle for Parliamentary honours was a long and arduous one. Com- 
mencing in the early years of the Queen's reign, sustaining many checks 
even after the first Jew succeeded in getting himself nominated and elected 
for # constituency, it was not brought to a triamphant issue until Her 
Majesty had been on the throne twenty-one years. Eight yesrs afterwards 
legislation made it possible for a Jew to sit in the House of L ords, but nearly 
two decades elapsed before such a distinction was actually conferred. The 
F fteen 
years from that times elapsed bafore the older universities threw 
open their portals wide to Jews by the abolition of religious 
tests. The appointment of a Jewish Master of the Rolls came in the 57th 
year of her Majesty's reign. Twenty years later we witnessed the edifying 
8} -ctacle of a Jew presiding over the deliberations, in Committee, of the House 
of Commons. The last year of Her Majesty’s reiga was the first in which 
a Jew was appointed (iovernor of a British dependency. If there isa 
lesson to be learnt by Jews from this array of facts it is that of patient 


endurance. ‘All things come to him who knows how to wait,” says the 
proverb, which applies to peoples as well as individusls. It is 
not only for the Jews of FE tigland, where ‘freedom broadens 


slowly down from precedent to precedeat,” that this truth 
has a valae. The C oatinent has witaessed miay a sst-back of the dial of 
progrese, bat there also the march of events is undoubtedly forward. How 
rapidly the anti-Semitic agitation in Franca subsided when once the 
Dreyfus incident was closed! In Aastria, the Lueger party has received an 
undoubted check. [Even in Roumania and Rassia things seem to be slowly 
mending. Ina no quarter of tle globe ought Jews to give way to despair. To 
despair of their condition would be to doubt the reality of haman progress, 
and to lose faith in the goodness which is at the heart of things.

With the death of Baron Wilhelm de Rothschild there 

bas vanished from the scene a most interesting figure, 
an Admirable Crichton of the Jewish race. The 
late Baron was in many ways a living example to all 
his people. a. in nothing perhaps was his career more remarkable than 
in its demondation of the truth that the Judaism of our fathers, with all 
the restrictions under which the modern Jew chafes, was absolutely compatible 
with obedience to ordinance and tradition, and that an up-to-date financier 
may be a rigidly conforming Jew. _It is possible to object that a miilionaire 
may observe any religion, however hampering, more easily than the poor 
man who has to fight for his daily bread. But, on the other hand, men in 
the station of the late Baron have a set of circumstances and temptations to 
contend with from which the poorer individual is free. To the latter, in fact, 
may be applied, in a mora! sense, the old line of Juvenal : * Cantabit vacuus 
coram latrone viator.” Many insidious dangers threaten the faith of the rich 
and highly born at which the poor and lowly may whistle. Ino truth, Baron 
Willie was in two senses a type of a class which is hardly increasing in 
numbers, even if it is not decreasing. He was one of a not too 
numerous band who can go to Court without dropping their Judaism on 
the way. And, in the second place, he was a member of the still less 
numerous class of Jews who combine diligence in business with eagerness 
in study. We have had many such, it is true, in Jewish history. 
Nor for that matter has the house of Rothschild been lacking in men learned 
in Rabbinic lore, as the Rev. A. L. Green onva showed, many years ago, 
in the Jewish Chronicle. But while the Jewish community has its 
honourable business men, like every other brotherhood of men, it is doubtfal 
whether it can show many of the stamp of the late Baron—mea whi» are not 
content with the average credit of a life honestly lived, bat strive to enrich 
their existence with ennobling elements and to place it on a higher plane than 
that of the ordinary man of affairs. The career of Baron Willy will always 
be a bright example to Jews—an example, indeed, that has its parallels in 
every capital where there lives a branch of the famous family that has ever 
been a model of exhaustless sympathy and true Jewish feeling.

The Bill has not been allowed to pass without severe attacks 
French Jews. upon the French Jews. M. Lasies, the hope of the 
Nationalist Party and the stormy petrel of the Chambar, 

has naturally seized the occasion to mske a fierce drive at our brethren 
across the Channel, and he has been fortunate enough to attract the notice 
of M. Zadoc Kahn, the respected Grand Rabbin of France. Wedonot kaow 
that in ordinary circumstances it is a wise thing to minister to anti- 
Semitic vanity. by condescending to notice every diatribs directed against 
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the race. But, in the present instance, there was probably no option but 
to teke up a challenge ‘thrown down from the tribune of the 
Chamber. Hence, the letter of reply addressed by M. Zadoc 
Kahn to the President of tha Chamber, of which we publish 
a full translation in another column. M. Lasies and his friends have 
sought to parry the attack on the French Associations by attacking Hebrew 
organisations. There coald not be a more absurd parallel, for the methods 
of Jewish Institutions bave absolutely nothing in common with those of the 
French Religious Orders. We have never heard, for instance, that those 
Institations cultivate plit'cal objects or acknowledge an alien Power. | It is 
characteristic of Anti-Jewish procedure that the allegation was also made that 
the Alliance [sra:‘lite hasissued an address setting forth the necessity of tarning 
Austrian Galiciain to a Jewish kingdom. Th Grand Rabbin very properly 
denounces the address as a forgery. We have heard of an agitation for estab- 
lishing a Polish kingdom in Cialicia, but Poles and Jews are not necessarily 
convertible terms, and the Galician agitation is no more a Jewish pro- 
duct than the corresponding movement in Bohemia, It would be a useless 
labonr to follow M. Lasies and his friends through every 
count in their indictment.

Nor, for that matter, have we the slightest 
belief that the libels which are being perpetually tarned out in the slander- 
factories of the anti-Semites obtain any credence among the great mass of 
the French population. a the contrary we believe the people to be penetrated 
by the same love of freedom and tolerance which found snch eloquent ex- 
pression in the s)2eches of MM. Loubet and Waldeck-Roussean some time 
ago, and such emphatic realisation in Algeria as well as on the so’! of France 
proper. 


Dr. Gaster’s reply to Mr. Oppenheim, of Glasgow, 

A Confusion which will be found in our correspondence columns, is 
Between deserving of attention. Mr. Oppenheim called Dr. Gaster’s 
Jews and __ notice to certain facts in his recent lecture on ‘“ White 
Judaism. Magic” which are at variance with the common 

belief of Jews. Dr. Caster wisely replied to his 


correspondent that Jews have done and said many things that are not in. 


accordance with Jewish beliefs. Jews have believed in devils, they have 
practised all kinds of superstitions. That does not imply that these things 
form a part of Judaism. As he points out, they have been borrowed 
by Jews from their surroundings, ‘and the sooner we expel the 
belief that such practice can be identical in the remotest way 
with the lofty and pure principles of our faith, the greater 
the service we render to Judaism and to the world.” The confusion 
qetween Jews and Judaism that appears to have arisen in connection with: 
Dr. Gaster’s lecture is a common one, It often extends to the Bible itself. 
People forget that parts of the Bible are simply historical and not doctrinal. 
They record what people did and believed, without necessarily implying that 
such things were approved of. The story of the Witch of Endor is a casein 
point. In recording it the Bible historian neither expresses approval of the 
practice of magic nor belief in the supernatural character of the story. He 
simply relates the fact that Saul consulted a person who professed to be endowed 
with magical powers. The Law of Moses, and the teachings of the Hebrew 
Prophets, are most emphatic in discouraging the practice of magical arts, 
and it is from them that we learn what constitutes the Jewish faith.

The Roumanian Prime Minister on the Jewish 
Question. 


M. Carp, the Prime Minister of Roumania, during his recent visit to 
Vienna, delivered himself of his views on some aspects of the Jewish 
question in his native country. His Excellency’s statements are to the 
following effect :— 

. The Jewish question will occupy the attention of the Chambers, but not 
as a question by itself; only in connection with’ the religious question in 
general. My colleague, M. Arion, the Minister of Public Worship, is envaged 
in drafting a Bill, which will concern all denominations in Roumania, ¢ cept 
the State Church, that is to say all heretics, Roman Catholics, Protestants and 
Jews. The Jews, who number at least a quarter of a million, are the pre. 
ponderating element among the heretics. The new law will in the first instance, 
guarantee them unrestricted liberty in the exercise of their religion ; it will 
also give them the right to establish Schools, which the State will take under 
its protection. The State will also eventually pay regard to the Jewish philan- 
thropic institutions. Every “heretic” in Roumania will be obliged to join a 
religious community, and to pay a communal tax. The State will assist every 
community to collect its taxes, By this means the Jewish community in 
Roumania will be placed on a sounder basis. 


I know that the condition of the Jews in Roumania is not an enviable one. 
But the feeling among the people and the state of things in the country 
render it impossible at present to grant the Jews complete equality of rights. 
There was a moment in 1881, when the Berlin Treaty was under discussion 
when these rights could have been granted, but Bratiano did not have sufficient 
energy for such a policy. Only one voice was raised in favour of the complete 
equality of the Jews, and that, said M. Carp in conclusion, was my own.

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¢xamples in certain localities, The most perfect (still remaining without attention) are 
in the centre of the city, Rodney Street, ths north centre, Daulby Street. and Brownlow 
Street, The eastern portion of the last-named is now occupied by the Royal Infirmary 
but the western side is still preserved. 

_ At the beginning of the present century there was compounded a celebrated medicinal 
mixture, a panacea fr all ills, and as widely known a» certain pille are to-day—with this 
difference, that, while the latter bring ideas of nausea sani other illeto the mind, the 
former was a most delicious cordial, known by the name of “Bilm of Gilead” The 
inventor and patentee was Dr. Samael Solomon, whose n «me and qualifications appear in 
the Directory of 1800. The ingredients were kept a profound secret, to ensure which 
they were purchased in different towns of the kingdom, but tne liqaid portion (it was 
whispered) consisted of fine old French brandy. The patrician paticat looked forward 
with pl: asing anticipation to ite being prescribed. The worthy doctor amasssed a con- 
siderable fortu e, and in 1805 he removed to the south side of Kensington Road, within 
a bow-shot of Dean Road Here he built himse f a stately house, with gardens and shrub- 
beries. It was a large square brick house, with long windows, c »ntaining the then usual 
twelve panes of glass. portico wassem'-circular, supported by Tonic c /lamns. 

The late Sir James Picton, in bis “ Memorisis of Liverpool,” says that nothing was 
more refreshiag to the tired and jaded traveller as he entered Liverpool on the coach than 
to see the trim lawns and varieg ved fl »w+r-beds of Gilerd Honse. H-re the doctor lived 
in great «tate, and his coach aud m were conside ed ot inferior to th se of the Haris of 
Derby and Sefton of tha’ perio i he doctor wag clever, original, and somew iat eccen- 
tric. Two anec lotes will illustrate th« hum sous side of hischaracter. When the fam pas 
Madame Tossan i had co lected the relics of Na oleon the first she wished to add to her 
other portraits of celebrities was that f Dr Solomon. His vanity wastickled She was 
courte »usly invited to (jilead House, where the operation of taking the mask was to be 
performed, The doctor was placed on his back, and Madame Tassaai proceeded to mould 
the wax on his features. She mast have been rather nervous on this occasion, fr she for- 
got to leave any airholes over the mouth and nose. The doctor: bore the suff cation for 
sume time, but finding it at last unbearable, tore off the mask and threw it to the end of 
the room, saying, By G— +, madame, do you wish t) stifleme’"” Nor could she by any 
persuasion induce him to let her repeat the operation. 

Another anecdote. The doctor was fond of giving select dianer parties. On one of 
these occasi ns a noted wag, wishiag to draw the doctor, proposed that he should give bis 
guests something more delicious than anything that had yet b:en offered to them. “ Any- 
thing I have in the house is at your disposal,”’ said the doctor. “ Then, dear doctor, let 
us taste your ‘ Balm of Gilead.” The doctor was taken aback, but immediately ordered 
the servant to bring each guest a small bottle, hermetically sealed, of the precious liquid. 
The company pronounced it more palatable than any of the wines previously offered to 
them he evening passed, and the guests rose to depart. At a signal from the doctor, 
the domestic again appeared, bearing on a silver salver a small envelop», addressed to each 
of the gentlemen On opening these, to their surprise and indignation they found their 
host hai charged them each two guineas, that being the price per bottle of the famous 


gueste. The balmis my business. You mast each pay metwo guineas.” Whether the 
golden Georgian coins ever entered his pockets is not told, but his well-administered 
rebuke must have entered into the contrite hearts of the guests. 

Dr. Solomon left two children, a son and a daughter. John, the son, entered the legal 
profession, but being of independent means, never practised He was a famous pugilist, 
and a keen sportsman, and boasted that he had once io his youth boxed wita Lord Byron. 
He might be often seen in the early forties in pink and pigskin crossing the river to attend 
a meet of the Cheshire or Shropshire Hounds. He died uomer-ied about 1880 at South- 
oy The beautifal Maria, the daughter, married Dr. Bradley, of Buxton, and brought 

im a considerable fortune, Her daughter married the Hon Mr. Byron, whose son, the 
late Henry J. Byron, was well known. 

Oarrying out to the last his eccentricity of character, Dr. Solomon caused a coatly 
mausoleum to be erected in a field, which belonged to him, between Wavertree and 
Mossley Hill, somewhere near the spot where Peany Lane crosses the London and North- 
Western Railway. When the company determined to shorten their line via Runcorn to 
the south, they purchased the field in which the doctor was buried. The mausoleum was 
demolished and the dcctor’s remains were removed to the Necropolis, at the corner of 
West Derby Road. His family received ample compensation from the railway 
company.

THE DEATH OF THE QUEEN. 


THE SYNAGOGUES. 
The Chief Rabbi at Vine Court Synagogue. 


[FROM A OORRESPONDENT. | 


The Chief Rabbi went down East to the Vine Court Synagogue last 
Saturday, to make his first public reference te the great national bereavement 
which bas recently befallen. Whether this was intentional, or whether the 
sermon was really promised long before the recent sad happenings, I do not 
know. But one would fain that the first surmise were correct, for it would be a 
significant reminder that in loyalty to the Throne the raw alien is as staunch as 
the most determined “English” Jew of them all; that his patriotism, newly- 
found as it may be, is as robust and enduring as that of any other subject of 
the sovereign; and that the expression of grief and sympathy evoked in 
bis humble House of Worship is as representative of the feelings of the Jews 
of England as could be the more pretentious utterances of the Anglicised Jewry 
in the North and the West. Vine Court Synagogue is a small plain building, 
bare—save for the ceiling—of all ornate element. The Almemmar again being close 
to the {)°8, the Chazan, in rendering the service, turns his back on almost the 
entire congregation. The worshippers are of the poorer and foreign order. 
There were probably not a dozen silk head-gear, and perhaps even fewer silken 
Talisim to be found in the Shool on Saturday. But what the people lacked in 
adornment they made up in sincerity and devotion. The chief impression one 
always gains from such an assemblage as this is of the folly and ignorance of the 
scribes who scribble perpetually of problemsand of the pessimists who groan about 
the end of all things. Here were 200 Jews and Jewesses, wrapt in sincere 
prayer, oblivious of problems, indifferent to the moral and religious quacks 
who abound on all sides, bent only on performing those loved and simple rites 
of the faith they received from their fathers. One goes away from the Syna- 
gogue with the belief that doom is not yet at hand, that the heart of the people, 
in spite of the few intellectuals who start at their own shadows, is sound 
enough, and that Judaism will be strong and flourishing long after pessimists 
and pessimism are buried and forgotten. It would be untrue to say that 
the congregants at Vine Court were passionately demonstrative 
in their grief on Saturday. But they were better than that, 
they. were quietly sincere. ‘They followed every word of the Chief Rabbi's 
discourse with evident sympathy and rapt attention—an attention and devotion 
which by the way they maintained not only during the sermon, but throughout 
parts of the service in which I bave seen “ polished English-Jewish” congre- 
gations hardly on their best behaviour. And though Dr. Adler's phraseology 
seemed 0¢ y some of the people's heads, yet the congregation under- 
stood the drift of his address, and followed sympathetically. In the early part 
of bis sermon the Chief Rabbi turned aside to utter a eulogiun of Baron Wilhelm 
de Rothschild, of whose death, he said, he had heard that morning. Then, turning 
to the great subject of the day, he expounded once more the duty of loyalty which 
all Jews owed tothe Stateand more particularly the Jews who had found a refuge 
and asylum from persecution cn the hospitable shores of England. Mindful, 
too, perhaps, of the congregation to whom he was preaching, he enlarged upon 
the absolute compatibility between Zionism (in its pure form of 
attachment to the Holy Land) and loyalty to the. country of one’s 
adoption, quoting in support the opinion of his revered father, the 
late Chief Rabbi. It is interesting to observe, too, that in the 
course of his address he gave it as his opinion that the ‘condition of the 
Jews in Russia bad greatly improved—an improvement which, it is equally 
interesting to note, he attributed, in some measure, to the influence upon the 
Tsar of the English Royal House. Then, drawing to a close, he asked the 
congregation to rise and join him in prayer for the repose of the soul of the 
great and good Queen, who bad gone to her rest. The whole of the congregation 
rose silently to their feet, vd remained standing until the end of the Chief 
Rabbi's beautiful prayer, and as the last words fell from his lips, a fervent }OX 
ran in a subdued murmor through the worshippers. It was not a loud or ostenta- 
tious tribute of regret, but it was heart-felt, and rang true. 


Berkeley Street. 


The Rev. Isipore Harris preached to a large congregation, basing his dis- 
course on the Blessing of David in I Chronicles, xxix., and in particular on the 
words, “ Thine is the kingdom, O Lord.” The preacher said that this was one of 
these characteristic utterances of David that exhibited him as the Scriptural 
type of a great and good king. On his accession to the throne he found a 
kingdom distracted by civil dissensions, and as small as it was weak. He left 
behind bim a strong and united Empire, which stretched from the borders of 
Egypt to the foot of Lebanon, and from the Euphrates to the Sea. But he 
was not merely a mighty warrior whose name struck terror far and wide. In the 
language of Scripture he was the sbepherd of his people, whom 
he ruled wisely and well. The greatest of Israel's kings was also the most 

ious of monarchs, The Bible describes him as a man after God's own heart, 
by which is meant that he strove, according to his lights, to put his duty to God 
in the forefront of his public acts. His bistory depicts him as a God-fearin 
man, who wielded his sceptre under a sense of solemn responsibility, To God 
belonged “ the greatness, and the power, and the glory, and the victory, and the 
majesty.” He was but the humble instrument of Heaven for the advancement 
of his people's welfare. It was in God’s hand “to make great and to give 
strength.” Therefore the greatness and strength by which his throne was 
exalted were a divine trust to be used for beneficent ends. Thus David created 
so exalted a standard of kingly duty that his reign has been enshrined in 
Hebrew tradition as the most glorious in the annals of Israel. The throne of 
David has come to represent the Jewish ideal of ali that 1s august and worshipful, 
reverence-compelling and love-inspiring, in the institution o monarchy. Such a 
throne, it was felt, deserved to be perpetuated for ever.

Was 
there not much in the life of Victoria, the Well-Beloved, which recalled these 
characteristics of Israel's typical king? She entered upon her kingdom ata 
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England only, but all Earope was seething with political discon. 
theses 80 far from being broad-based upon the people's wii. 
and everlastingly rooted in the popular affections, as we see it to-day. 
was beset with manifold dangers. In these untoward circumstances, 
what misfortunes to the realm might not have followed upon the 
accession of a monarch less sagacious and _ less devoted to 
her subjects’ interests than Victoria was 8>)a to prove herself! A young 
girl called from the schoolroom to bear th: heaviest crown ia the world ; even 
at this distance of time one trembles to thiak of the vastness of the destinies 
committed to those untried hands, And one is forcibly reminded of an occasion 
in the history of Israel when the prophet Samuel went to anoint a king over 
the people. He saw before him th» stateliest of Jesse's sons, and he sai, 
“Surely this must be the Lord's anointed.” Bat the Divine voice admonished 
him: “The Lord seeth not as man seeth. Man looketh on the outward appear. 
ance, but the Lord looketh on the heart.” Oaly when the youngest and least. 
considered, a ruddy youth who was tending his father’s sheep, appeared, was 
Samuel directed, “ Arise, anoint him, for this is he.” How strikingly 
did history repeat itself! Who could have dared foretell, sixty-four 
years ago, that the mere girl would grow into a woman who would 
rally to herself the aff ctions of a boundless Empire, command the reverence 
of the world itself, ani leave behind her a name the greatest in history’ It 
was known to God alone who looketh to*the heart, for it is by the qualities of 
the heart that men and women rule more than by crowns and sceptres, Doubt- 
less the incomparable regard ia which she was held was inspired in part by the 
natural feeling of chivalrous devotion due to her sex. She was a woman—the 
noblest of all God's creations—a model of female grace and charm, and that 
counted for much. But other women, women of great charm, too, have occupied 
thrones, yet none of them have commanded such world-wide homage. To her 
belonged pre-eminently, by right divine and human, the praise of the Virtuous 
Woman of Proverbs: “ Many daughters have done valiantly, but thou excellest 
them all.”

Starting from the text *‘ And there was a thick darkness over Egypt for 
three days but in the House of Israel there was light,” the Hauam Dr. 
GasTeR remarked that the cloud of darkaess, sorrow and grief had settled on 
this land, but it would be contrary to the teachings of Jadaism to dwell on the 
Sabbath day on the mourning caused by the gational loss. They were tauy ht to 
try to finda bright spot in the midst of the darkaess, a comfort in the trial itself. 
When the time came that the mortal remains of the late Queen would be 
laid to eternal rest, we would, in the evening, when the shadows of the night 
would be gathering, join in the national grief, but we must not give ourselves 
over uninterruptedly to the contemplation of death or to a long continued 
wailing. It would appear as if mao would murmar aysinst God's decrees and 
would bear unwillingly His dispensations. The Sabbath must come 
between to bring us back to the contemplation of our duties 
to God and to teach us not to be induced to give any 
excessive expression to theagony and pain which we ay ay | feel in commoa 
with all the inhabitants of this great Empire, and there is one bright light amidst 
all the darkness and mourning to which attention should and must be drawa on 
this day of rest, and in connection with this very sad event. We, as a rule, are 
considered to be exclusive, are considered to be the sole representatives of 
God's people and of God's ordinances ; and yet we never presume to claim exclusive 

rivileges for ourselves in the World to come, we do not pretend to hold the 
hoe of Heaven as some do, who follow a different creed. Heavenly bliss is not 
granted, according to our teachings, merely to those who have been bora within 
the fold of our faith ; according to the teaching of our sages God's love aad 
God's mercy extend overall His creatures, and in whatever creed a man "iy 
be born, ds soon as he, in his own life, realises and practises all those yreat 
moral teachings of virtue, perseverance, trath, modesty, kindness aad all that 
which ennobies human life, he is deemed then worthy to share in the 
bliss of the future world. No one can deny that our late ()10e0 
was a true representative of all these noble virtues, which are character- 
istic of our faith and of our teachings, that she by her owa 
actions would eventually open by herself and for herself the gates of Paradise. 
We can, therefore, when the time comes share fally in the national sorrow aod 
join in the prayer for the repose of her soul. The more so, as by her personal 
example she has been able to bring home to us the truth and importance of 4 
statement of our Sages, who say that the deliverance out of Egypt 4s 
not due to any virtues prantiond by the men who had shown themselves 
throughout that period in Egypt to be frightened or cowardly, doubung 
Moses'’s message and the assistance which had promised them, 
wanting to know all about God and asking for palpable — that 
He had sent Moses. The deliverance from Egypt was due to the 
great virtues of the women of the time, to their perseverance, faith, their trust 
in God, their indomitable courage, and to the undying hope which theg 
exhibited at that time. And truly we — say that the peaceful solution of 
the social problems in this country, which caused so much bloodshed - 
trouble, and ret.ellion on the Continent, was due to a great extent to the bene!- 
cent inflaence exercised by the Queen, by her womanly virtues, by yer 

rseverance, by her hi h sense of duty, and by her kindliness ° 

eart. Placed in a_ high gouwee at a tender age, when flattery 
and temptation could easily have led her astray, wielding 4 aye 
for good and evil far superior to any modern ruler, ‘i 
exercised all her powers for the cqprendpement of her country, for 
the advancement of its moral and intellectyal peoepertty. and has left a2 
inheritance far larger in greatness, in security, in freedom and upri htness 
than any other king or queen before her time, and she has brought freedom 42 
justice to untold millions over which she held such a benignant sway. Thuis! 
the light which shines through the darkness, and this is the comfort which we 
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are able to gather from the sorrow. This is the kind of tribute which we may 
yy on our day of rest when we are in commanion with our (sod to the memory 
of the late Queen Victoria. 


New. 


The Rev. 8. Levy, B.A., based his sermon on the Midrashic interpretation 
of Psalm xlv., 14, “ The glory of a Queen lies in the virtue of her home.” Mr. 
Levy said that there was something typically Jewish in the time-honoured 
pbrasing of the announcement, “ The Queen is lead, Long live the King.” Such 
a pro lamation was nothing more than an application in modern times, and an 
acknowledgment in particular circumstances of the truth of the words of the 
Psalmist, “ Instead of thy fathers shall be thy children, whom thou shalt make 

rircos on earth,” No life was complete, In the language of our sages, “ No man 

dies having attained half of the ideals he set himself to accomplish.” The 
great ()ueen who had just gone to her rest always worked in the interests 
of peace, wherever peace could be maintained without loss of honour, but her 
wonderful career had to close with the heavy clouds of battle darkening the 
horiz)n making the new century open in the gloom of a war, which had 
claimed its most illustrious victim in the most precious life in the 
British Empire. But in the rey of the Queen's death occurring 
at this momentous stage in England's mee fs they might perceive, if they 
dared pronounce judgment on the doings of Providence, a touch of divine 
justice in emphasising that there must be something incomplete even in the 
lives of those greatest on earth. The great contribution made by Queen 
Victoria to the welfare of the nation was her persistent advocacy of character 
and righteousness. Her practice was even more impressive than her teaching, 
for she lived what she taught, and realised the ideal of the text, “ the glory of a 
queen is shown in the virtue which reigns in her home,” Queen Victoria was 
true to the best instincts of perfect womanliness, and her dearest legacy to her 
people was her own bright and conspicuous example of a pure and dignified 
life, with its implication that individual honour, family virtue, and national 
righteousness were the primary qualities which should exalt a great empire. 


New West End. 


At the New West End Synagogue, St. Petersburgh Place, Bayswater, the 
Rev. S. Sincer preached before a large congregation. After treating of the 
claims of the Queen upon the love and veneration of her subjects in general, 
Mr. Singer spoke of what Jews in particular owed to her reign. In the status 
of the Jews of the British Empire a revolution had taken place, astoundin 
alike in its completeness and in its rapidity. Six decades bad accomplished 
what the previous six centuries had not been equal to, One by one the barriers 
had been broken down that kept the Jew from the rights and privileges of a 
citizen, and from the gratification of every laudable ambition. Before the 
accession of Her Gracious Majesty, the original sin of his Judaism overshadowed 
the Jew in almost every career, When she came to the throne, the sun of civil 


and religious liberty was just beginning to burst through the clouds. Since 
her accession it had shune forth more and more unto the perfect day. Never 
could e forget what the Victorian era had done for them. as well as for 
others w 


o had been fettered by disabilities almost as galling as theirs. 
The key-note of one great part of the wise and good Queen's policy was struck 
when, shortly after her accession, a Jew, the first of his faith to be elected 
Sheriff of London, received the honour of Kuighthood at her hands, It was 
one of the earliest acts by which the Sovereign, the Fountain of honour, indi- 
cated what manner of spirit she was of. “The expansion of the principle of 
religious liberty and equality, which has been one of the most remarkable 
characteristics of the reign of Queen Victoria, could hardly have been more 
becomingly inangurated than by the compliment which Sovereign and City paid 
to Sir Moses Mont: fiore.” So wrote the author of “A History of our own 
Times.” But it was not by compliments—though those had been neither scanty 
nor insignificant—that our obligations were to be measured. As they looked 
back over all the centuries of their history since Providence decreed their 
dispersion, it was the barest truth to say that there had never been a period so 
charged with blessings for the followers of their faith as the three score aad 
three years they had been privileged to pass under the rulership of Queen Victoria. 
Let it not be said that in all this the Queen had_no part, that she was but a 
passive instrument, a mere spectator amidst events she could neither binder nor 
advance. Toa great extent it was as true to-day as in the day of the writer of 
Proverbs, that “ when a ruler hearkeneth to words of falsehood, all his ministers 
will be evil-doers” ; as true as in the times of the wise son of Sirach that, “ As 
the judge of the people is himself, so are his officers ; and what manner of man thie 
ruler of the city is, such are all they that dwell therein.” Aad notwithstandiog 
all the powers of self-government now the inalienable possession and the most 
treasured glory of the British people, it was doubtful whether the triumph of civil 
and religious liberty and equality would have been so complete if there had not been 
from the first a deep-rooted conviction on the part of the Queen that distinctions 
that had no foundation in justice or in reason ought tw cease, and a siocere 
desire to be known, loved, and honoured as the impartial ruler over the millions, 
of many-races and creeds, whom destiny had brought under her benign sway. 
They had hardly had time to realise the enormous change the last few 
ays had wrenghh in their national life. They missed from their prayers 
that morning for the first time the honoured name of her for whom durin 

sixty-three years they had fervently invoked the blessing and protection o 

Almighty God. She was now become to them a memory, though a glorious, 
a blessed, an inspiring memory. The world went on its way, whoever fell out 
on the march. Human needs were not suspended, though the noblest and the 
best were gathered to their fathers. The daily round of life had to be paced 
by those who were left, and the work of orderly government to be carried 
on. tiappily there was every reason to feel that there would be no change 
either in the principles or in the spirit of the Government of this Empire. 
Let them thank God for the stability of their institutions, and, remembering 
that the most carefully built up institutions depended for their usefulness 
upon those that administered them, let them thank Him not less devoutly 
or the conviction that in the new Sovereign they had one who would prove 
true to the great and sacred trust he had inherited,

life that has passed from earth; a sudden solemnity has cast its veil about 
the affairs of humankind, all is hushed in the presence of the Angel of Death, 
It is not my object, dear congregants, nor is it in consonance with the traditions 
of Judaism, to say aught that might suffer our holy Sabbath to be over- 
cast with the cloud of gloom, and thus deprive it of its true 
import; yet I feel (and I am ~sure you all feel) that we, 
as a congregation, should be wanting in a sense of duty were we not to make 
some reference, however brief and inadequate, to the bereavement which we, 
as loyal and devoted subjects of the throne, have sustained in the home-going 
of the most “ Valiant Woman ” which history has known. We hope, on a future 
occasion, to voice our feelings amid this national sorrow at greater length. This 
is not the day, nor is it the occasion upon which to give them words; in very 
truth, as the wound is yet so fresh, and the stroke so recent, were we to attempt 
to dilwte upon this almost personal bereavement, we might find that our 
emotions would scarce permit us to choose adequate language in which to express 
those feelings. But we would take this the earliest opportunity of our meeting 
together for Divine worship in larger numbers, to add a few feeble words to 
the universal chorus of sorrow and praise which has reached these shores during 
the past three days, from every clime and country, from all peoples and races, 
The Golden Age of the Victorian Era has become dimmed by the blight of the 
profoundest sorrow which this country has ever been called upon to bear. For 
She who gave her namie to the Era, who had helped so largely, and with such 
magnificent example, to bless and sanctify that epoch in English History, has 
been summoned to join “ the saints and blessed ones once upon earth, and those 
noble figures of old in whom was all her delight.” But this very thought of her 
far-reaching influence affords us the most potent source of comfort. We had grown 
so habituated to that influence, that we seemed almost to have forgotten its author. 
Although we had become accustomed to be without the person, we yet felt that 
we had her personality with us while she lived; the magnetic influence of her 
rule, of her exercise of the best qualities inherent in huntan nature, of all that 
oes to make a happy, holy, useful life, this influence suffi sed to create a loving, 
iving bond between Queen and people, Hence our comfort, Men and women 
may die, but their manly and womanly qualities live on. Inflaences for good are 
immortal, as the memories of the just and righteous are blest with immortality. 
The seeds of goodness and righteous valour which are once sown ina life run not 
to waste, they reappear in time to come to influence other lives. May this be 
the case in the instance of the dear Qaeen whom we almost idolised in affec- 
tion, whom we worshipped for the royalty which not her crowo but her 
character impressed upon her person. She often, forsooth, understood her 
duty better by far than many of those who would have wished to teach it to her. 
Were it not for this circumstance, for her keen appreciation of what she felt to 
be her first daty, she would not have left us—1s ber best aad truest mortal 
legacy—such worthy sons and daughters to represent her after life. Let us 
trust to Providence that as the hands of the dial of Time never go back, this 
country, at once blessing and blest, will naver go back from the standard of 
justice and right, of liberty and toleration, of humaaity and progress, which 
has been its ideal during the glorious reign of Qieen Victoria. [f those in 
power, if her worthy successor—he who was ever the favourite of the people, a 
loving and affectionate son—if he with his counsellors and advisers, help to 
maintain this solid foundation upon which the prosperity of the country rests ; 
then, no nobler tribute, no more lasting monument will be raised to the memory 
of her who was the best of queens, the truest of wives, the most devoted of 
mothers, the noblest type of womankind, An eloquent prayer followed. 


Central. 


The Rev. D. Fay, basing his discourse on the 7°" NYSX, said that it was not 
permitted to him on the Sabbath day to dwell on the sorrow and grief which 
filled them at the demise of their beloved “ueen. Another opportunity 
would be afforded him of giving expression tv their sense of loss at the 
bereavement the Empire had sustained. He would rather at that moment 
turn their thoughts to the brighter suggestions of the nobility of mind and 
heart of her whom they all mourned. Just as there was no higher title that 
they could give man than to proclaim him “muaaly,” so no womia could soar 
above the claim of being in the highest deygrea “ womanly,” and of all the 
noble qualities by which their dead Queen hai endeared herself there stood, 
at the very head, her tender womdnoliness which summed up in itself every 
beautiful attribute by which their sisters won and kept their hearts. There was 
deep pathos in the thought of the great digaity and anxiety to which she was 
called on that memorabdie early moroing in June when the irresponsibility of 
her girlhood was swept away in asentence at the announcement that she had 
succeeded to the cares of the Crown. She, the woman, was at once made the 
guide and arbiter, instead of being, as io ordioary domestic life, the 
guided and depandent. The preacher then dwelt at length on 
the intellectual and physical development of woman during Victoria's 
reign, and showed how stera arebuke to those who avoided work for indulgence 
in pleasure and enervating indolence was the life of uatiriag labour in which 
the Queen had found her supreme happiness and satisfaction, The keynote of 
her character was an unerring instinctive sympathy. There was no doubt that it 
was this remarkable faculty of sharing in the griefs of her subjects that 
brought anguish to the last year of her life. She felt so keenly for the sorrows 
of those to whom the defence of the Empire had brought grief and 
pain. It was a great burden for a _ tender-hearted woman who 
had lived her four-score years and more to bear, and she bore 
it with a resignation pathetic to behold, when one comprehended how the 
woman withio her was stirred to its profoundest depths. Tney might pause for 
a moment in their sorrow to give a thought to the Successor of Her late 
Gracious Majesty. All hearts went out to him, their Kiog, in this hour of 
trial, in sympathy with him, not only ia his loss, but in the new and onerous 
duties to which he had been called. Words of congratulation would sound out 
of place at that moment, but it must be a source of supreme consolation to the 
nation to reflect that in Kdward VII. had been proclaimed a King who had been 
before them for nearly three-score years and had won their love and greatest 
esteem. He prayed God would preserve him in health to fulfil his high task 
and would establish him on the throne of his ancestors, He asked his 
congregants to join with him in the prayer, “ God save the King.” 


Hampstead. 


Preaching at the Hampstead Synagogue, on Saturday morning, from the 
text in Proverbs, “A woman of worth who van find? Her price is far above 
rubies,” the Rev. A, A. GREEN claimed that the Jews, in common with the 
other subjects of the British Empire, would pay a tribute of profound respect, 
keen admiration, and unalloyed affection to the greatest type of womanhood 
known to the world, the beloved and venerated monarch woo had just passed 
from the life in which shs laboured so weil to the reward which awaited her 
at the hands of God. There was no Euglish monarch with whom they could 
compare Victoria, unless they went back to the time of Kiog Alfred, wno 
united, as she did, a heart of gold to a brilliant genius, aud woo made his first 
care, not the expansion of his kingdom, but its elevation and 1ts prosperity, 
From first to last the Queen was not only the Sovereign but also the servant 
of her people. She shirked no work, neglected no duty. Her womanhood 
never shielded her from the cares of office, and even old age brought 
her no relaxation, She saw her Empire grow beyond all past glories 
—beyond the dreams those who when she ascended the Throne 
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were not wanting in high ideals of Britain's might. She might not have been 
personally and directly responsible for all Britain's greatness—for Britain was 
bound to be great, as with God's help it always should be—but she inspired 
everything before it was accomplished, and graced everything as soon as it was 
gained. Her presence on the Throne had called forth all the chivalrous instincts 
of the people. “For the Queen!" What didit mean to us? What were we 
ready to do for the woman we honoured? How could we help honouring her 
as we saw her simple womanly life? The nation saw the Queen's family life 
with delight and reverence. But the palace was not spared the bereavements 
that came to them all. They wept with the Queen in her sorrows ; she, from 
her widowed and hereaved heart, mingled her tears with those of her afflicted 
subjects. She and her people forgot State ceremonial, and one touch of humanity 
welded her into all their lives. Asshe hved so shé died. Her parting hours 
gave them a picture of sweet, simple, home-blessedness. | Her children and their 
children soothed her last days ; and her dying eyes were gladdened by the sight 
of her eldest daughter's eldest son, who gave the one touch needed to the long 
family picture by harrying from the empire over which he ruled to take his place 
by the bedside of the head of his family. England is great, added Mr. GREEN, 
but the magnanimity of England is greater still. “ Not by might, nor by power, 
but by My spirit, saith the Lord.” A country where, after so many centuries of 
prejadice and cruelty, Jews can feel as we feel to our country, to our fellow 
subjects, and to our Sovereign, that country is indeed great. Greatest of all its 
grand traditions is that which has made us Jews and Jewesses the kind of 
Englishmen and Englishwomen that we are and that we love to think our sons 
and daughters will be proud to be, after us. The new King commands our 
hearts and we give him our love and our loyalty. We mourn with him a 
national loss, and we will share with him the national burden, Every high 
impulse that can actuate a ruler appeals to him now, every help that we can 
give him, he has but tocommand. The sacred bond between the King and hid 
people is the love for the memory of the Queen. Her days have ended but her 
influence remains. Her children rise up and call her blessed and her bright 
example will be her most honoured and most enduring monument. 


St. John’s Wood, 


On Sabbath last the sermon was preached by the Rev. B. BERLINER, who 
took his text from Prov. xxxi., v. 25-31. Hesaid: We mourn for the death of 
our gracious sovereign, (Jueen Victoria, who for sixty-four years laboured for 
the welfare of her people. She was indeed the Royal and Imperial Mother of 
her Kingdom and Empire. In the same way as a mother watches over her 
children, so she strove to educate them, laboured to broaden their minds and 
enlarge their hearts; helped them by her example of loving self-sacrifice, 
noble devotion to the call of duty and pious faith in the will of the Most High ;

The Rev. Micttae. Ap.er, B-A., preached a sermon from the text “A 
Virtuous Woman,” Proverbs xxxi., in which he remarked upon the wondrous 
love displayed for the person of their deeply mourned Sovereign by the diverse 
creeds and races that constituted the British nation, and upon the flood of sincere 
grief that had swept over the whole world at the news of her death. The 
reciprocal devotion of the Queen to the interests of her people found its origin 
in the strength of her domestic affections, Just as she knit the members of her 
own family into one loving body, so to her the whole of this world-wide nation 
were children of whom she was the mother, and their joys as well as their 
sorrows were her own also. The noble simplicity and purity of her life and of 
her aims make all the world poorer for her loss. As Lord Salisbury eloquently 
testified, she governed the nation by example, by love, by esteem. She was an 
example, to two generations, of moral excellence, and influenced the thoughts 
and actions of men and women, consciously and unconsciously. To her the 
words of Tennyson, originally written upon the death of the Prince Consort, 
apply in all their force: 


Through all this tract of years 
Wearing the white flower of a blameless life, 
Before a thousand peering littlenesses, 
In that fierce light toat beats upon a throne, 
And biackens every blot. 


Death has taken her from us, but neither death nor the lapse of time can rob 
us of the priceless heritage bequeathed to us all of a lofty conception of duty, 
of unstinted devotion to the highest ideals, and of broad-minded sympathy with 
those in suffering. To us Jewr, the Victorian epoch was the period of political 
emancipation, and we cannot doubt but that the Queen todk a keen, personal 
interest in this glorious work of justice. The same unswerving loyalty that 
English Jews have always displayed towards the noble Lady, who has been 
taken from us by the Hand of God, will continue to be rendered with the 
utmost enthusiasm and readiness to her noble son, King Edward. 

The Memorial Prayer for the Dead was then read, the whole Congregation 
standing. At the conclusion of the service, a letter was read from the 
Mayor of Hammersmith, inviting contributions towards a wreath that it was 
proposed to send in the name of the women and chiMren of Hammersmith. 
At a meeting of the Board of Management, held on Sunday, it was agreed to 
send a letter of condolence to His Elaiesty the King. on the death of Her 


Majesty Queen Victoria, and of congratulation to His Majesty upon his 
accession to the Throne.

At this Synagogue, the White Vestments associated with the solemn days 
of Penitence were used on Sabbath last.

Wherever the children of that great Empire had been 
gathered together during the past week, but one thought had been uppermost 
in the minds of all, but one name had been on the lips and in the 
hearts of all, of her who had been for so many years the loving and 
beloved mother of her people, of her whose life would for 
all time be remembered as one of the noblest and the best in the annals 
of the world’s history. To her their hearts had gone out in loving sympathy 
as they anxiously watched the course of her last days of life, and their prayers 
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tidings concerning the health of their now departed Queen, their thoughts had 
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had been poured forth to God, that their good Queen might still longer be 
preserved to them to receive the homage of their affection, and to inspire them 
by that noble example whi-h she ever set before the nation, and which woul: 
never fail to be cherished among them. And when the tidings of her departure 
hence had reached them, when they learnt that the glorious reign of Queen 
Victoria had closed, there was a great cry in the land, for there was not 
a house where there was not one dead. Those words accurately 
pourtrayed the feelings that united the peoples of these realms in |}, 
great sorrow that had befallen them—a sorrow that had indeed entered 
into every home and deeply touched every heart. It must needs 
be so, for no sovereign was soclosely wedded to her people's heart, no sovereign 
entered so fully into all that affected her people's welfare, no sovereiga 80 rea’, 
to share and to minister to the sorrows that touched the nation’s heart, »» 
sovereign whose throne so securely rested upon her people's love. 

At the close of the service the Choir sang the Adon Olam to the solemn 
traditional Kippur melody with a tenderness that made a profound impress on 
on the congregation, who joined in the singing of the National Anthem by 
which the hymn was followed.

At the close of an exposition of I Kings xiv., the Rev. Francis Cotes 
said. But no thoughts of a beloved prince, a nation's hope, cut off before his 
prime, wring our hearts as those of our ancestors of whom we have been read. 

Ours isa proud and gratefal grief, that the venerable Mother 
of her people fell peacefully asleep, full of years and honour and love “ and al! 
that should accompany old age.” Still, the lesson of this beautiful passing is 
that of the text, that, duty well done, because founded on the religious sense, 
“some good thing toward the Lord, the God of Israel,” as the Scripture calls ‘t. 
lends peace and glory above all other to the common fate of men. Not in the 
number of her years lay the grandeur of the beloved Queen's life, but in the 
sincerity of her endeavours throughout their course to serve her Heavenly 
King and benefit those whom He had placed within the range of her influence 
and example. We Jews pay specially a humble tribute of love and 
reverence to the blessed memory of one whose marvellous reign 
has seen unmatched progress in the legal and social status of our ancient 
stock, and whose weight has ever been thrown into the scale of equal justice and 
equal opportunity to all children of God, whatever their creed or race. 
Throughout the world there was not one Jewish heart that had not that week 
felta break in the familiar round of life torealise that t/¢ Qaeen no longer sat 
on the throne which righteousness had so exalted, that had not blessed the God 
of Israel to have been privileged to live in the Victorian era, and that mourned 
not the close of that era with the passing hence of its illustrious centre. Yet 
was this mourning tempered with the solace that in the Kingly Edward the 
virtue of his parents, each illustrious for personal worth more even then for 
exalted station, had long evidenced their maturity. promising a reign which if in 
the course of nature less prolonged, would not less be marked by © some good 
thing towards the Lord, the God of Israel.”

Many-voiced is 
the cry of lamentation which arises throughout the length and breadth of the 
Empire on this sad occasion of national morning, but among no class is the grief 
more poignant, among none is the sorrow more acute than among the Jewish 
subjects of the King.

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Our New York Letter. 


“ Zionism in Manilla” is the heading of a letter which appeared some weeks 
ago in a Portland (Oregon) on The interest which such a heading 
must naturally arouse was not belied by the contents of the letter itself, for it 
related how, on October 4, 1900, a certain number of members of the Hospital 
Corps of the United States Army had met with the Jewish residents and Jewish 
soldiers serving in and about Manilla (Phillipine Islands) for the purpose of 
establishing a local Chovevi Zion Society, to be knowa as the First Zion Society 
of Manilla. The movement was the outcome of a service held on the Day of 
Atonement, when tlie Jewish soldiers serving in various parts of the Archipelago 
had come many a long distance to attend the religious exercises held on that 
day. The Society now numbers 48 members, and the leaders in the movement 
seem to be nearly all physicians or students of medicine. The new Society has 
now asked to be incorporated as a member of the American Federation of 
Zionists, It is a hopeful sign for us that this action has been taken, not through 
any direct initiative on our part, but of the free will of those who have seen it 


‘through its initial stages I cannot help seeing that there must be something very 


powerful in the idea which lies at the bottom of the whole movement if it is 
able to work its way into life in such distant places, and in so extraordinary 
a manner 

Our Zionist Societies now stretch over the whole length and breadth of land 
controlled by the United States Government, and I hope it will not be long 
before Societies like this one in Manilla are formed in Cuba and in Porto Rico. 
This great stretch of country which the American Federation has under its 
control has become somewhat unwieldy, and it has been found impossible to 
deal with all the questions which arise directly from the head office in New 
York, At the last meeting of the Council held a few weeks ago in the City of 
Philadelphia it was therefore decided to proceed, in accordance with statutes of 
the Zionist organisation, to divide up this territory, and take the first steps 
towards forming a sub-Federation for the Middle West States, with Chicago asa 
centre, and a further sub-Federation for the Pacific Coast, with either San 
Francisco or Portland asacentre. Various other sub-Federations are in process 
of formation in those cities and districts where large numbers of Jews dwell. 
The societies in New York, whose membership is made up of young men and 
young women, have clubbed together, and have formed an organisation—the 
Associated Zionists of New York. We hope in this way to attract especially 
the younger element of the East Side Jewish population, that element which 
perhaps needs the enthusiasm of Zionism more than any other part. 

As I have mentioned the East Side I may as well touch upon the question 
which is now agitating the whole of our great city, and which is taking on 
dimensions much greater than any one had, at the outset, supposed it would 
assume. As your readers know, the greater part of the Jews of New York 
live huddled up in a section of the city which unfortunately has of late years 
received the name of “ The Ghetto.” Into this ghetto have been poured the 
various streams of immigrants from Russia, Roumania and Galicia which have 
for one reason or another been turned to this eountry during the last twenty or 
twenty-five years. It was natural that this huddling together of thousands and 
thousands of human beings in a very small area should produce abnormal 
conditions. Cramped up in miserably built tenement houses, utterly poor as 
most of the immigrants are, a state of things has been brought about which 
sends the blush of shame to the cheek of every Jew. We may well ask 
ourselves whether the hardships suffered by these immigrants in their European 
homes were not, in many cases, preferable to the hardships which they have to 
undergo in the new ghetto of New York: for, while in the old country the 
hardships were in every case of a material kind, to these material hardships 
there has been added a moral'one which, in its effects, is more disastrous than 
any scourge could possibly be. It attacks especially the young of both sexes 
and the revelations which have during the last few months been made in the 
daily papers and before the courts shows how deadly its influence has already 
been, Family life and moral life on the part of the individual have been the two 
things upon which we Jews have hitherto prided ourselves, and which have made 
it possible for us to withstand so successfully our adverse fortunes in the past. 
Here in this great Jewish centre of New York these two foundation stones of 


Jewish life are threatened, It is true that the reports which come to us in the 


papers are apt to leave the impression that vice flourishes only or chiefly in this 
ghetto quarter of New York. The impression is a wrong one, but this fact is 
however, true, that in no part of the city is it so easily possible for vice to find 
an entrance and to maintain itself, as here. 
_ ‘The fault, it seems to me, is certainly not to be laid at the door of these 
immigrants, but is rather a result of the conditions in which they are forced to 
live here. Their ignorance of the language and the ways of the country make 
them a ready prey to that numerous band of men and women who, in all large 
cities, live on vice. The unsanitary conditions of the tenement houses in which 
they are cooped up, like so many cattle, make it well nigh impossible for those 
who would withdraw themselves and those who belong to them from the sight 
of wrong-doing, to do so, But chiefly the corrupt political system now 
Hourishing in New York is responsible for the possibilities which are afforded to 
malefactors to ply their nefarious trade in that district. There can be no doubt 
that the great Democratic organisation in New York, which is called Tammany 
Hall, is in @ large measure responsible for the condition of affairs that now 
exists in the ghetto. It is an open secret that Tammany Hall has had full 
knowledge of these conditions, and has systematically closed its eyes to them. 
The charge has been openly made that much of the funds which, in one way or 
another go to help the political aspirations of this organisation, have come in 
the form of blood-money from keepers of disorderly houses and gambling-dens. 
I do not make the charges. Iam merely repeating those that are made by 
others. The police force, which should be the guardian not only of the pro- 
perty of the people but also of their morality, is entirely controlled by the 
organisation, and while it would be possible for the police in a very short time 
to rid the Ghetto of its most tlagrant form of vice it stands passively by and 
does nothing. It is not for a moment to be supposed that a large city can be 
morally pure, but.it is within the range of possibility to enable those who do 
wish to live decent and respectable lives to do so. The most 
harrowing tales are told by witnesses whose testimony is in every 
way above suspicion, of how girls and boys of the tenderest age 
are pressed into the service of the monster who holds his tight grip over 
that part of New York City. Things have come to such a pass that so good a 
Democrat as Mr. Isidor Straus, the President of the Educational Alliance. 
which is situate in the very heart of the district, went, a few months ago, 
before the Tammany chiefs and begged ‘for their aid in ridding the Ghetto of 
its worst forms of vice. For its own protection Tammany appointed a special 
committee to collect the necessary evidence. On the other hand, prominent 
Christians, such as the Right Reverend Henry Potter, Episcopal Bishop of New 
York, have also lent a hand in this rescue work, and the Chamber of Commerce 
has appointed a special committee to co-operate with the other bodies which 
are endeavouring to purify the East Side. Whether these various movements 
will be successful is a question which I should not like at present to answer in 
the affirmative, Unless the evil is attacked at the root nothing permanent can 
be accomplished. The first mo that ought to appeal to every New Yorker is 
to join in the movement to break the power of Tammany Hall which, whether 
an or indirectly, is responsible for'much of the condition as it now exists. 
Secondly, the conditions, especially in the matter of tenement houses, in which 


ate Jews are forced to live, must be radically changed, and sani. 
aon dediings provined, without which much of our efforts will, [ am afraid 
prove futile. And thirdly, something must be done to help the congestion in 
the Jewish quarter of New York. During the past summer, under the auspices 
of the B'nai B'rith and its active President, Mr. Leo N, Levi, the attempt wa: 
successfully made to turn part of the stream of emigration into the West and 
the less densely populated cities of the Union, This was done by providin 
help for the newly arrived only on condition that they would accept positions ar 
work in smaller cities than New York. It may seem a harsh measure but it is one 
that is absolutely necessary. if these poor outcasts are not to be thrown into a 
worse misery than that out of which they have just escaped.

ears is a long time in a new country, and the congregation is to be congratu- 
lated not only upon its past history, but also upon its present prosperity ar! 
the power for good which it has become in the Jewish community of Phila. 
delphia. The minister of the congregation is the Rev. Dr. Henry Berkowi: 
whom many of your readers had the pleasure of seeing in London last 
the Rev. Joseph Asher, of Manchester and Cam 
bridge England, was installed as minister of the Madison Avenue congregativn, 
New York, in succession to the Rev. Dr. Stephen S. Wise. The installation 
sermon was preached by my father, Rabbi Gustav Gottheil, and addresses were 
made by several of the officers of the synagogue. We shall look forward with 
much expectancy to the work which Mr. Asher will do with his congregation. 

The question of the formation of a Jewish regiment in the National Guard 
of this city has occupied the attention of both the Jewish and the secular press 
for some time. There seem to be about five hundred young Jews, some of 
whom saw service in the Spanish American War, who are desirous of organisin. 
under their own auspices, It is too early to say whether anything will come of 
this movement, as it has been bitterly opposed in the greater part of the Jewish 
press, which seems to think that there is no need for such an organisation as 
any Jews who wish to join the State militia can do so in the regular regiments 
already existing. The organiser of the movement seems to be a Mr. M. }) 
Gottlieb. 

I think I referred several times in my last year’s correspondence to a union 
of Jewish congregations which has been formed in New York. It was 
intended that this union should promote co-operation among the congregations 
in charitable and educational work. A number of meetings have been held by 
the delegates to this union, the outcome of which meetings seems haril!y 
warrant sufficient to make us believe that there is real life in the organisation. 
This is but one other instance of the disorganised state into which we Jews 
have drifted. There can be no doubt in the mind of anyone that such an 
organisation as this, if really upheld by the individual soneerne would go 
far in its effect upon the general community, but the evil of congregationalism. 
driven to excess, has eaten its way into our ranks to such a degree that each 
single body feels only its own importance and goes ahead upon its own lines. 

In connection with the attempt to unite all the congregations in New Y ork 
in some general federation it is proper to refer to the attempt which is being 
made to organize, by the many Orthodox congregations which are now to be 
found in all our larger and smaller cities. On Sunday, December ‘Wth, a union 
of Orthodox congregations held a convention in the Eldridge Street Synagogue, 
New York. According to the report in the newspapers ninety-six congregations 
were represented, but unfortunately few of the out-of-town delegates were 
yresent. The meeting was presided over by the President of the Union, Rev. 

br, H. Pereira Mendes, It is with pléasure that we greet this attempt on the 
part of this ever-growing section of our community to bring order into the 
chaos which has ‘up till now reigned in their midst. Such a Union as this can do 
nothing but good, not only to the members who are in the organization, but als: 
to the Jewish cofmmunity at large. It matters little whether the various 
schemes outlined at the convention for the better observance of the Sabbath or 
for the formation of a body which shall speak authoritatively on Jewish 
matters, when necessity arises, will be fruitful of results. The mere fact that 
these delegates have come together and have felt the necessity for united action 
is sufficient for all of us to extend our best wishes to this young organization. 
It would be a benefit in every way if it succeeded in uniting many of the 
smaller Orthodox congregations or Hevras into larger bodies, and in preventing 
the further disruption and disorganization with which most Jewish commu.

nities are threatened. 


I took occasion at the end of my last letter to make reference to a reported 
utterance of the Rev. Dr. E. G, Hirsch, of Chicago, anent the Sunday services 
which have been introduced into some of the Reform temples in this country. 
I have not seen that that statement has been denied, and in his own paper—// 
Reform Advocate—Dr. Hirsch has returned to the question and has plainly stated 
that with all the work which has been done and aill the effort which has been 
put forward, it has not been possible to make the Sunday a day for religio's 
observance on the part of the Reform Jew in America. i mention this again 
because Dr, Hirsch is certainly the most powerful force in the American Jewis! 
Pulpit of to-day, and because his lectures in his own temple in Chicago are 
listened to by large numbers of people. It is therefore not a personal cry of 
distress on bis part, but rather a conviction which has been forced upon him 
despite his own success. In the New York Journal Dr. Hirsch has recent!y 
placed the whole question at issue in a nutshell, and I think it worth while to 
reproduce here what he says upon the chief points. The article is entit!:( 
“ The Jew in the Twentieth Century.” After tracing the progress of thx 
Reform movement in Europe and America, Dr. Hirsch says: 

“Jewish religious reform pivots on this change from Orientalism ‘ 
Occidentalism. The synagogue came under the spell of Western ideas. 1 hie 
national yielded to the universal aspect of the Jewish faith. eng Uaaer 
the sting of the neo-national recrudescence of mediwvalism, which would again 
exclude the Jew from participation in the life of the modern Western nation: 
Jewish national exclusiveness has also received a new stimulus. And to-day iv 
in the camp of Israel the voices of the Zionists are very loud once more. . . . 
(;erman equivalents Teuton racial extraction. Russia stands for Slavism, etc. 
Under this pernicious notion no standing is conceded to the Semite within the 
sweep of the modern nationalism, The Jews in Russia, Roumania, and the 
Lower Danube, will continue to propagate the doctrine of Jewish nationalism 
and the possibility is not preposterous that before the twentieth ap | will 
have gone to its burial, their dream of national restoration in Palestine will hav« 
come true.. What about the Jews, notably in England and America, who wi!! 
not be provoked to share in this agitation for the re-establishment of Jewry ®* 
a political entity? They will have to draw the consistent conclusions of their 
position. If Judaism has ceased to be a national hope and destiny it must be 
recast along the line of a universal, ethical religion. The distinctively Jewis!) 
elements of the synagogal symbolism will pass away. ‘he denationalised Jewis!: 
temple will seek a closer alliance with Unitarianism and Theism, and per)iaps 
before many decades, upon the basis of the old prophetic vision of a united 
humanity sanctified to the service of justice, righteousness and love, a new 
church, liberal in thought, universal in fellowship, broad in its sympathies, ani 
working for the kingdom of social justice on earth, and the peace of all the 
nations will have arisen from the loins of Judaism.” 

I cannot help thinking that Dr. Hirsch is right in what he says. Denation- 

ised Reform Judaism must end in Theism and Unitarianism, and those 
who raise their voices so loudly in protest against Zionism must face the 
issue squarely and without fear; in other works, Zionism and Judaism are 
synonymous, RICHARD GOTTHEIL. 
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Jewish Burial Charges at Birmingham. 


The Judge of the Birmingham County Court gave judgment on Tuesday 
in the action, heard on Thursday week, brought by Mrs. Ellen Barnett, widow 
of Henry Barnett, to recover £11 10., overcharges, said to have been paid 
ander pressure in respect of a Jewish funeral, from the members of the 
Finance Committee of the Hebrew Congregation of Birmingham. Plaintiff 
also claimed the return of the money as having been obtained from her by 
oppression, imposition, and extortion, in the alternative as being illegal and 
improper fees obtained from her.—The case, said the Deputy-Judge, was one 


of unusual character. It appeared that the plaintiff's husband, who was a J ew, 
and resided at Derby, and was a man of humble means, earning £1 a week, 
died on September 25 last at Derby. It Was necessary that, being a 
Jew, he should be buried in a Jewish cemetery, -and the 
plaintitf was anxious that he should be interred at the Jewish 


tery in Birmingham. She therefore on September 23 telegraphed 
Sag brother-in-law, Mr. Bernstein, at Birmingham, as to the burial of the 
body. Mr, Bernstein on that day saw Mr. Berlyn, the Secretary of the Hebrew 
Congregation, aad also Mr. Samuel Levi and Mr. A. Cotton, two of the 
defendants, and respectively the President and Treasurer of the Congregation, 
with respect to the matter, What passed between thedefendants and Mr. Bern- 
stein on that occasion was @ matter of dispute. Mr. Bernstein's account was 
that be told them that he wanted the body buried in Birmingham, and that they 
said they would have it done, and it would be allright, and that he was to come 
again the next morning. No mention was made as to the amouat to be charged. 
Messrs Levi and Cotton's version of what took place at the interview was that 
they pointed out to Mr. Bernstein that Nottingham and Sheffield, where there were 
Jewish cemeteries, were both nearer to Derby than Birmiogham, and it was 
therefore unnecessary for the body to be brought to Birmingham. They also 
explained that thecemetery was filling rapidly, and thata high fee would be charged. 
but that they would let Mr. Bernstein know what charge would be made after 
, meeting of the Finance Committee had been held. Levi admitted that he might 
have said that “ they wanted to do the proper thing,” and Mr. Bernstein added that 
all charges would be paid, and that the deceased man was a Forester. Mr. 
ernsiein thereupon made arrangements for the body to be sent to Birmingham. 
The Finance Committee met on September 25th, and Mr. Bernstein attended and 
had an interview with the members. He explained the circumstances of the 
deceased man, and the Committee announced that they would treat Mr. Bernstein 
reasonably. ‘The Committee then consulted in private, and resolved that a fee 
of £1) 15s. should be charged. Mr. Bernstein was then informed of the amount, 
and after asking whether it could not be done for less, assented to the terms, 
and said the money would be paid. The body was sent from Derby 
on the 26th, and on its arrival at Birmingham payment was 
insisted on before the ceremony took place, Mr. Jacobs; the plain- 
tiffs brother, paying the whole amount, including incidental items, 
which was over £23. The plaintiff's case was that the charge of £15 15s. as a 
burial fee was an extortionate and unreasonable charge, and that the contract 
made with the defendants was that they would bury the body at a “ reasonable 
charge.’ She therefore claimed to recover back £11 1()s., part of the £23 odd 
paid. The question which arose was—what was the contract made by Mr. 
Bernstern—who admittedly bad authority to act on behalf of the plainuff— 
with the Finance Committee’ Was the agreement made between the parties 
an agreement to bury the body at a reasonable price, or was it an agree- 
ment at a burial fee of £15 los.’ He had carefully considered the 
evidence, and had come to the conclusion, reluctantly, he confessed, 
that the contract was to bury ata fee of £15 15s, It seemed to him obvious 
that the Committee intended to charge a very high fee for the purpose of 
discouraying members of their race who were not members of their congregation 
from bringing their dead for burial to Birmingham. Their burial-ground 
was filling up, and they wished to keep it as far as possible to themselves. The 
Finance Committee had the right to charge either the relatives or the estate 
of the deceased person such sum for a grave-space, in addition to the 
costs of interment, as to them should seem advisable. If, therefore, the plain- 
tif, through her brother-in-law, acting in her behalf, did consent to this 
charve of £15 15s. she must be bound by it, and could not now say that the 
money was obtained by “oppression, imposition, or extortion,’ or that 
the tee was illegal or improper. He did not think that the evidence 
showed that any definite arrangement was made between Bernstein and 
the defendants Levi and Cotton. The contract, liowever, was complete when 
the Committee on their part announced to Bernstein the decision they had come 
to that a fee of £15 15s was to be charged, and when Bernsteingon his part con- 
sented, though reluctantly, to the terms offered. It was suggested that Bern- 
stein was compelled to accept any terms that might be arranged, as the state 
of the body of the dead man demanded immediate burial, and all the arrange- 
ments had been made, He, however, did not hold that view, but at the 
same time he thought that the defendants, knowing that the deceased 
was a man of humble means, while they acted withia their rights, did 
not display that consideration and generosity which one would have ¢ xpected 
them in their position to have shown towards one of their poorer 
brethren. It did seem to him that the charge in the circumstances was 
extremely high. There would be judgment for the defendants, but without

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BOOKS AND BOOKMEN. 
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The Oxford Hebrew Lexicon. 

The Clarendon press is making rapid progress with its splendid Dictionary 
of the Hebrew language. Students will not need reminding that the work is 
based on Gesenius, that the editor-in-chief is Professor Francis Brown, and that 
Professors Driver and Briggs are co-operating with him. Though Gesentus’ 
Thesaurus is the foundation stone of the edifice, the raised structure far 
transcends the original in design and in fulness of detail. When complete, the 
Oxford Lexicon will, beyond question, be the best work of the kind ever issued. 

The ninth part includes all words from 75D to Ww. Etymologies are 
given whenever philological research has thrown light on the vocabulary of the 
Hebrew Bible. Assyriology is greatly relied 6n. Talmudical parallels are not 
neglected. The editor's references to critical and archwological works are 
numerous and instructive. As to the meanings, the grammatical forms, the 
exegesis of difficult passages, the Lexicon is an Encyclopedia as well as a word- 
book. As good instances, see the articles on (732), servant, and ‘service ; 31D; 
APY, Ow Proper names are included, a great boon. The notes 
on place names are especially serviceable, the modern sites being often 
identified. Information abounds on points of natural history. On archwx ological 
points the Lexicon is also strong. What, to cite one case, could be better than 
this information about 33:12? We are told (p. 271) that it is a musical instru- 
ment, that the word is possibly derived from the root 3224“ to lust,” that the 
name alludes to the sensuous or appealing tones of the instrument, that it 
occurs in connection with the A/nnor, the Toph, and the: Minnim, that according 
to the Targum the 321! is a read-pipe or flute, according to the Vulgate a Pan's 
pipe (vrganon, made up of several reeds together), that Nowack and Bensinger 
think of a bag-pipe ( M9510 of Daniel iii., 5), that Wellhausen agrees with 
this, and that the Greck and Syriac translations (in Genesis iv., 21) render 321P, 
less convincingly, as astringed instrument. All this and more, by the aid of elabo- 
rate yet perfectly intelligible abbreviations, is conveyed in nine lines. Of 172 we 
are told: “The whole buraot offering (beast or fowl) is entirely consumed and 
goes up in the flame of the altar to God, expressing the ascent of the soul in 
worship.” This may be questionable, but it is useful to have such views. The 
details as to the burnt offering are given in great elaboration. 

The adverbial and other grammatical particles receive very full attention. 
Such words as OY, AMY, occupy several columns. It is interest- 
ing to see that the Oxford dictionary accept the view that 72 ‘38 in Isaiah ix., 5, 
signifies * father (i.¢. distributor) of booty,” thus surrendering one of the most 
popular Christological interpretations, “ everlasting father.” The theological 
entries are thorough, witness the-treatment of j2 under the various sub- 
headings: 1.

In the above 
citations only a few stray specimens have been given of the wealth of material 
compressed into this Lexicon. Naturally, critical points are also raised, and the 
most important suggestions of emendations are referred to. The work thus is 
serviceable to students of all schools of thought. A hasty schoolmaster has 
just said that the Clarendon Press might be burned down without loss to 
literature. Let us hope that the Hebrew Lexicon will be completed before that 
catastrophe occurs. 


Sport Among the Bedawin. 


“Every Bedawi’ (Bedouin), writes Mr. W. Jennings-Bramley, in the 
October Quarterly Statement of the Palestine Exploration Fund, “ is a sports- 
man from taste and necessity. A day after gazelle, ibex or hare means not 
only a day's keen enjoyment, but a possible change in the monotonous daily diet 
of bread and water which, except on rare occasions such as a festival or the 


_ treating of guests, must be his.’ Ibex hunting is the chief sport of Sinai. 


Sometimes, the ibex are stalked and shot from behind stone butts, but the usual 

way is to hunt them with dogs—‘a breed called Dirra, originally, I believe, a 
cross between the greyhound, Slooge, and the pariah dog.” The dogs chase the 
ibex to a peak, where the huntsman can get a certain shot with his Remington 
or Martini. Hare, “which abound in Sinai,” are generally shot when asleep 
under a bush—“ an Arab's eyes are wonderful in discovering them,” Hawking 
is another very favourite Arab sport, but, “from personal experience, I can 
only speak of the methods employed by the Western Arabs.” The details of 
the falconer’s methods of catching the birds he needs for training are interesting 
enough ; the same remark applies to the methods of training the hawks when 
caught. The whole subject is full of interest, for the Semite shares with the 
Aryan the love of hunting.

replaced the relianve on the chase. Hunting as a “sport” was scarcely known ; 
certainly it was io ill-repute, witness the characteristics of Esau, The same 
negative results meet us on examining the history of the Israelite kings 

Assyrian, Babylonian and Persian rulers were hunters, but of no Jewish king 
(before Herod) is the same reported. Hunting in Israel was simply resorted to 
as a protection against beasts of prey such as lions and bears. Samson’s fame 

as N owack points out, was in part based on his successful campaign against wild 
animals (Judges xiv, 6, xv. 4), Some wild animals were also hunted for food 

There is no mention of the use of hunting-dogs in the Bible, though, again, these 


were employed in neighbouring kingdoms as by the Egyptians. Josephus refers 
to the use of dogs. Bows and arrows, slings, snares, nets, covered pits (especially 
for larger animals) were the chief means employed. In the middle-ages the Juws 
became alittle addicted to sport, but the opportunities were rare, even if the 


desire had been frequent.

Pride of Race."’ 


In * Pride of Race” (Hutchinson and Co.) Mr. B. L. Farjeon returns to a 
subject which may claim to be of Jewish interest, since the story is chiefly «on- 
cerned with the fortunes of the Jew, Moses Mendoza, and his son. Raphael. 
Moses, a poor and illiterate man, contrives to send his son to what would cer. 
tainly appear from the description to be one of the most select schools in 
England. He has a hard struggle to meet the expense, when the whole course 
of his life is changed by an encounter with a certain Izzy Jacobs. whom he had 
befriended in old days. Izzy, who has returned a millionaire from South Africa. 
at once carries off his former benefactor to his office, and Lord Wens\ury 
is kept waiting while Moses is introduced to a career of speculation 
which ultimately leads him to enormous wealth. Moses has the 
satisfaction of seeing his son married to the daughter of an Ear! 
and beginning to figure as a rising politician. But Lady Julia has a profound 
aversion for her father-in-law and does not appreciate the merits of Raphael 
her husband. Her discontent is fostered, for his private ends, by her cousin 
Vivian St. Maur, a gentleman of depraved character and still more intolerable 
manners. The issues which hang upon this division, the financial downfal! of 
Moses Mendoza and the final reconciliation of Lady Julia with him and her 
husband are tréated in a narrative which is readable and entertaining, if at times 
somewhat crude and commonplace. 

It cannot however be said that in Moses and Raphael Mendoza Mr. 
Farjeon has succeeded in presenting particularly distinctive types of Jewish 
character. He has not that insight into Jewish points of view and ideals which 
Mr, Zangwill possesses to so remarkable adegree. As an ancient philosopher ha: 
observed, acts must not only be of a certain kind but they must issue also from 
a certain kind of character, And we hardly get a clearer conception of the 
character of Moses Mendoza from the fact that even in the days of his vreat 
ness it is his delight to go and have a supper of stewed fish with an old friend. 
Mrs. Woolfson, as he used to do in the days when they were “ Mo’ and 
‘*Enrietta ” to one another. Such incidents may introduce a certain amount of 
local colour, but, in this novel at any rate, they do not give distinctiveness to 
the characters, Moses is represented as a good-natured alfectionate man, with 
a genius for speculation (in a financial sense), and perhaps a slight 
tendency towards ‘“slimness.’ His financial ability and a certain 
sort of vulgarity are the only things which, if we may use the 
term, connote his Judaism. In Raphael, his son, these are absent, and he is 
an ordinary earnest-minded young man. Probably Mr. Farjeon would wish us 
to accept the view which he makes Raphael express. 

“ Divergence in religious views applies equally to the Christian and the Jew, and at 
no great distance of time it will be generally recognised that ben: ath the crust of civil 
and religious custom there is very little difference, if any, in the aims and hopes of Jew 
and Christian alike.” 

The novel as a whole is more successful in its incidents than in the delinea- 
tion of character, and, though it may make no special appeal to Jewish readers. 
it has quite sufficient merit apart from this to recommend it generally.

Eightieth Birthday 
of Rabbiner Abraham Schmiedel.

FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT 
VIENNA, JANUARY. 


Dr. Abrabam Schmiedel, who to-day, in the full possession of his powers as 
one of our Rabbis, completed bis eightieth year. is a man of the utmost modesty, 
hating publicity, and living only for his calling as a preacher and for svientific 
studies, He has never won influence from the pulpit in regard to public affairs. 
and has always held aloof from political affairs within the Jewish community. 
He possesses no orders, and holds no honorary office like other Rabbis. henever 
solicited such honours. The pulpit and the study amply satisfy him. For 
this reason his discourses are always listened to by large congregations, which 

innot be said of all Rabbis, and his scientific labours in the domain of Jewish 
religious philosophy bave won for him high recognition in scholarly circles, 

Externally, Dr. Schmiedel is also an interesting personality. His head, 
surrounded by a thick grey beard, sits on a somewhat spare body, and his whole 
appearance gives one the impression of a Polish Maggid, for only the locks and 
the long coat are wanting to complete the picture. Dr. Schmiedel preaches in 
the old Rabbinical style, without false pathos, so that his discourses are real 

croseos, [tis on this account that his sermons are specially appreciated by 
the old generation of Jews in the Leopoldstadt, which is Dr. Schmiedel's 
district in the Rabbinate of Vienna. 

Ur. Schmiedel’s first post as Rabbi was at (;ewitsch,in Moravia. Thence he 
went to Teschen, and from thereto Prossnitz.

The victory of the Boot and Shoe Workers has acted as a kind of stimulus 
to other workers to go and do likewise; indeed, so much is this event being 
talked about in trade union circles, and referred to at public meetings, that it 
inspires all and sundry with a new hope, urging them to organise for the common 
good, If, it is argued, a union which has only recently come into being, with 
practically little or no funds, could bring the masters to reason in the manner it 
did, what must be accomplished by a union of long standing and better equipped 
financially, provided the majority in the trade could be induced to join in It. 

With this object in view, the Jewish Cabinet Makers held a crowded 
meeting at the Christ Church Hall. Hanbury Street, on Saturday, the 2'tb inst. 
The meeting was convened by the Independent Cabinet Makers’ Association, 
and the principal speaker was Mr. () Grady, the organiser of the Alliance 
Cabinet Makers’ Association. Speaking in English, he said that the men must 
take steps for their own emancipation. He bitterly complained of those work- 
men who, starting as masters, procured work from large employers at reduced 
prices, and took advantage of the greeners, employing them at starvation wages. 
They should all have one organisation, and their aim should be to do away with 
the small master, who was bringing ruinupon thetrade. They must enter upon 
this fight with the sagacity and determination characteristic of the Jewish race, 
and might reckon upon every assistance in the matter from their English 
brothers. The meeting is expected to bear fruit in the near future. 

The most successful Jewish trade union in the United Kingdom is the 
Amalgamated Jewish Tailors’ Pressers and Machinists of Leeds.. Well 
organised, and with a capital of about £800 to its credit, it is highly respected 
by all classes in Leeds, and practically controls the whole tailoring trade there. 
I may have occasion to refer to the growth of this wonderful organisation at 
some future time. Meanwhile, from a statement just to hand, it appears that 
during the last six months it has contributed £5) to the Workmen's Burial 
Society, paid £76 in Sick Benefits, incurred heavy expenses in connection with 
the settlement of disputes, and managed to save a net sum of £60. The Union 
is about 2.000 strong, bas a decent club-room which, by the way, is closed on 
the Sabbath Day, and is successful in almost all its undertakings. Practical 
people think that if the Unions in London would adopt the same methods of 
organisation, their efforts would be attended with simular success,
